Shoreham Church,” &c.; to Mr. O. H. Leeney ; 
Mr. James North ; and Mr. John Horne. 


Some of the plates are from photographs 
kindly lent for use by Mr, E. F. Salmon and 
Mr. James North.

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Some Notes on Architecture with Special 
Reference to Sussex Churches. 


As it is the exception and not the rule at the 
present day to find the door of the church shut, 
except in country places, it is not surprising that 
more attention is paid to churches than of yore. 
The clergy, too, take a keen interest in the old 
buildings, and some have written excellent little 
books on them, others have posted up in a con- 
spicuous place a short history of the church, calling 
attention to noteworthy details. 


To acquire a knowledge of the different styles 
of architecture it is absolutely necessary to study 
the churches in detail. Books are of great 
assistance, such as Parker’s “ Introduction to 
Gothic Architecture,” and his ‘Glossary of 
Terms,” the latter is indispensable ; for advanced 
students—“ Arts in Early England,’ Vol. II., by 
Baldwin Brown, for Saxon Architecture, and 
“Gothic Architecture in England,’ by Francis 
Bond. But books alone are by no means sufficient. 


The characteristic features of the different styles 
are readily distinguished in cathedrals and large 
parish churches ; but in small country churches, 
where the work is rough and plain, it is by no 
means so easy to differentiate between the periods. 
The difficulty is considerably increased by the 
hand of spoliation, called “restoration” or 
“ enlargement.” 


The development in architecture has been a 
gradual and continuous progress, and, although the 
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terms Saxon, Norman, Early English, Decorated 
and Perpendicular are retained in this book, it 
must be clearly understood that there has been a 
transition period from one to the next. It was 
not Early English style one year and Decorated 
another. A more accurate method of indicating 
the period is by naming the century with the 
addition of early, middle, or late ; but this increases 
the difficulty for the beginner, andthe employment 
of the older terms is a convenience at first, which 
can be droppedas knowledge increases in the study 
of ““Sermons in Stones.” 


The term Transition used here is intended to 
indicate Transition-Norman. 


In order to decide what is the style of archi- 
tecture, the following points should be carefully 
observed :—(1) Arches and piers, with their 
capitals ; (2) Mouldings ; (3) Windows, style and 
tracery ; (4) Ornaments; (5) Doorways; (6) But- 
_ tresses; (7) Vaulting. 


The following outline of the most important 
features, which distinguish the different styles, 
will serve as a rough guide, but if the churches 
given under each heading be carefully studied in 
their details the development in architecture will 
be seen. 


Pre-Norman, or Saxon Romanesque. 


England during the Saxon period was not 
affected to any extent by the development in arts 


on the continent until about the time of Edward 
the Confessor (1042), when there began a tran- 
sitional style of architecture to the Norman. 


The characteristic features of Saxon work may 
be seen in Worth Church (which is complete in 
ground plan), Sompting tower, and the interesting 
and picturesque church of Bosham. Some details 
may also be seen in other churches to which 
reference is made, Saxon walls were not so thick 
as Norman, a feature in construction learnt from 
the Romans, whose masonry they employed when 
possible. They were fond of big stones. In the 
porch of Bishopstone church, which may have been 
a lateral chapel, one stone measures 4ft. 3in. by Lft. 
6in. The Saxon arches were semi-circular with 
large plain imposts, as seen in Worth, Bosham, 
and Clayton. They used no buttresses but pilaster 
strips, ornamental rather than useful ; stone quoins 
placed lengthways and breadthways alternately, 
called ‘“ Long-and-Short Work ;’ double-splayed 
windows, semicircular and_ triangular-headed : 
details seen in the churches named above. 


Balusters between two-light windows and 
“ Herring-bone” work, in which stones are placed 
aslant (as in S, wall of chancel of Ovingdean and 
clsewhere) are seen in Norman work as well as in 
Saxon. Wide-joint masonry, 7.c., with a quantity 
of mortar between joints, is a sign of early work. 


Norman Romanesque. 1066—1145. 


The Normans used massive pillars; square abaci; 
cushion or scalloped capitals; mouldings of zig-zag 
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or chevron, beakheads, billet-round or square, 
lozenge, cable, &c. (most of these are seen in Old 
Shoreham Church); arches semi-circular—in later 
work sometimes pointed; pillars, round or com- 
pound (New Shoreham); buttresses very shallow 
(Newhaven); windows small semicircular, also 
plain round. 


The hobby of Norman builders was recessing of 
the arches, 1.¢., in which the arches recede one 
behind the other, especially in doorways. 


Considering the early occupation of Sussex by 
the Normans it is somewhat surprising that more 
of their work does not remain; but this is due 
partly tothe number of churches that have been 
rebuilt, or altered,in the Early English period, and 
in many of these some trace of the original Norman 
building is found. 


The following churches retain Norman features: 
—Old Shoreham (except chancel); Shipley (except 
some windows and aisle); New Shoreham (nave 
and transepts), Chichester Cathedral (nave and 
transepts); Amberley (nave). Newhaven, North 
Marden, Upper Waltham, and Keyiner (restored) 
have Norman apsidal chancels. 


Transition-Norman. 1145—1190. 


During this period the work is less massive and 
better, with mouldings cut deep, showing the 
passing from Romanesque to Gothic, or Pointed 
Arch. Most of the finest churches in this county 
were built about this time :—New Shoreham (choir), 
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one of the best specimens in the country; Steyning 
(nave); Rye (nave); Broadwater (tower and choir) ; 
Chichester Cathedral (presbytery); Battle (nave) ; 
Bishopstone (nave and chancel); Eastbourne ; 
Lyminster; and others. The numerous fonts with 
square body and round bowl on square base, 
supported by large central pillar and smaller ones 
at angles, as seen in New Shoreham and many 
other churches, especially in West Sussex, are of 
late Norman or Transition-Norman date. 


The fine choir of Boxgrove shows the passing 
from Transition-Norman to Early English. 


Early English or Lancet. 1190—1245. 


The work is very light and elegant; clustered 
shafts, often detached ; mouldings deeply cut (all 
these details are seen in Boxgrove Choir) ; 
ornaments of stiff leaf and dog tooth; ribbed vaults; 
lancet windows :—early, single,—later, two or 
more lancets under one arch with circles, trefoils, 
quatrefoils, &c., over ; foliated lancets are also late 
work. The arches are pointed, although the round 
arch is occasionally found. 


Most of the old parish churches of Sussex are of 
this style, and many of them very plain. Ditchling 
chancel has some good work in chalk ; Climping 
is an elegant example of pure E.E. ; also Pevensey, 
Appledram, and Chidham are pure E.E.; West 
Hoathly and Horsted Keynes have but little work 
of other styles; the nave of West Tarring ; the 
chancels of Burpham and Wisborough Green ; the 
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chancel and transepts of Fletching ; and the greater 
part of the fine church at Horsham are also Early 
English. Most of the E.E. churches have broach 
spires covered with oak shingles, which in its short 
pyramidal form is called the ‘‘ Sussex Cap.” 

In Lancing may be seen the passing from Early 
English to Decorated style. 


Decorated. 


Early period has Geometrical Tracery in 
windows, as in Eastbourne: 1245—1315. Late 
period has Curvilinear, or Flowing Tracery, in 
windows, as Etchingham : 1315—1360. 


This is the perfection of Gothic architecture. 
Owing to the absence of stone suitable for working 
there are but few churches of this style in the 
county ; but there are several fine canopied tombs. 
The mouldings are in groups of rounds and hollows; 
pillars are clustered ; ornaments of ball-flower and 
four-leaf ; decorated canopies and cusps; niched 
buttresses ; window tracery, geometrical or curvi- 
linear. There is some splendid Decorated work in 
Winchelsea ; in the Lady Chapel of the cathedral ; 
also at Etchingham, Isfield, and Ardingly; the 
windows at Eastbourne, Trotton, and elsewhere. 
It should be observed, however, that the ball-flower 
and four-leaf, so common elsewhere, are rarely 
found in Sussex; the latter occurs at Ifield, and 
St. Olave’s, Chichester; and the former at St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Chichester. 


The beautiful church of Alfriston shows the 
passing from Decorated to Perpendicular. 
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Perpendicular or Rectilinear. 1360—1485. 


The characteristic feature of this style is straight 
lines. The windows have mullions running from 
bottom to top, often crossed by transoms; the 
arches are sometimes depressed, especially in late 
work ; panelling ; and in fine buildings, fan tracery. 
The towers during this period are the finest in the 
country. 


This style is the rarest of allin Sussex. Hastings 
has two fine churches; Poynings, Arundel, Mayfield, 
Ticehurst, Pulborough (nave), are of this period. 
Several churches have Perp. towers and most have 
some Perp. windows, often square-headed. 


Tudor. 1485 to end of 16th Century. 


Resembles Perpendicular but has very depressed 
arches, as at Twineham. Framfield also dates 
from this period. 


The Renaissance followed with its classical 
features ; but there has been a Gothic revival of 
late years. The new parish church of Hove is a 
splendid example of modern Gothic. It was 
designed by the late J. L. Pearson, R.A. 


It will be seen that the characteristic features of 
Sussex Churches are the prevalence of Early 
English style; the use of flints and chalk in building; 
the absence of worked stone; the shingled broach 
spire ; and the use of Horsham stone for roofs. 


The following is a list of styles of architecture to 
be seen in the castles and mansions of Sussex.

Abacus—Top of the capital. 

Altar tomb—Monument used for an altar. 

Apse—Semi-circular end to chancel, usually 
Norman. 

Arcade—Series of arches. 

Aumbrey—Niche for sacred vessels. 

Baluster—Pillar with centre larger than ends. 

Barge-board—The woodwork covering ends of 
rafters of porches, &c. 

Battlement—Indented parapet. 

Broach spire—Without parapet at base. 

Capital—Head of column. 

Chamfer—Bevelled edge. 

Chantry—Chapel for chanting masses. 

Chevron—A zig-zag moulding 

Clerestory or Clearstory—Upper story of windows, 
sometimes with triforium, or blind-story, under- 
neath, 

Corbel—Projecting stone, supporting some weight, 
as the cornice or corbel table. 

Credence table—Side table for bread and wine. 

Crypt—An underground chamber. 

Curvilinear—Flowing tracery of windows as seen 
in the latter period of Decorated Style. 

Cusp—Projecting points in Gothic arches and 
tracery. 

Diaper work—Ornamental work, representing 
flowers, &c. 
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Easter sepulchre—For placing crucifix from Good 
Friday till Easter day. 

Foliated—Imitation of flowers, or cusping of an 
arch. 

Frescoes—Mural paintings. 

Geometrical tracery—Kesembling geometrical 
figures. 

Grille—Open ironwork. 

Groin—Angle formed by vaults intersecting. 

Hagioscope—sce Squint. 

Herring-bone work—see Introduction. 

Impost—Stone from which arch springs. 

Label—Square or horizontal moulding. 

Lancet— Narrow pointed window (Early English). 

Lichgate-——Churchyard porch, under which the 
bier is rested. 

Low-side window—A small window or an 
elongated ordinary window in S.W. of Chancel ; 
sometimes there is a second opposite it on N.W. 
of Chancel. The use of these windows is at 
present an unsettled question; most probably 
they were for Confessions or for lepers. See 
S.A.C. XLI. and XLII. 

Masons’ marks—Initials or characters, resembling 
runes, onchurches and buildings, as at Climping, 
New Shoreham, &c. 

Miserere—Bracket under seat of stalls. 

Mullion—Division between lights of window, 
screens, &c. 

Ogee—Two contrasted curves. 

Parvise—The room over the porch. 

Piers—Usually signifies pillars. 

Pilaster strip—Vertical rib, as seen in Sompting 
tower. 
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Piscina—Water drain, for use during mass. 

Quoins—Corner-stones. 

Refectory—Dining hall. 

Reredos—Altar screen. 

Reticulated—Net-work tracery. 

Rood-loft, or rood-beam—Gallery or beam, over 
chancel entrance, supporting large cross or 
crucifix. 

Rubble—Coarse wall of rough stones. 

Sedile (Pl. Sedilia)—Seat near altar for priest. 

Shaft—Slender pillar. 

Shingle—Wooden tiles. 

Soffit—The under side of an arch, etc. 

Spandrel—Triangular space between an arch, etc., 
and the outer moulding. 

Splay—Slant in openings. 

Squint—Oblique opening in wall for watching 
elevation of Host. 

Stoup—Niche for consecrated water, 

Transom—Horizontal mullion or crossbar. 

Trefoil—Tracery of three-cusped foliation. 

Triforium—Gallery of arcade under clerestory. 

Vaulting—Arched roof. 

Waggon roof—Semi-circular. 

Wide joint masonry—See Introduction. 
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Norte.—D. followed by a name signifies that a church is 
mentioned in the Domesday Book under that name; P.N., 
that it is noticed in the Taxation of Pope Nicholas IV. (1291); 
N.R., that it is included in the Nonae Roll (1841). (The last 
two are from Hussey’s ‘‘ Notes on Sussex Churches.’”) 


Albourne. (Hassocks, 3 miles.) P.N.;N.R. 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW. Rebuilt in 1853 with the 
exception of the chancel, which has the old arch 
with chevron; there is a peculiar pointed arch over 
the altar, anda piscina. An old arch of nave has 
been built into the wall of churchyard. Arch- 
bishop Juxon, who when Bishop of London 
attended Charles I. at his execution in 1649, lived 
at Albourne Place. 


Alciston. (Berwick, 2 miles.) P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1853; Chancel roof reconstructed 
in 1898. E.E. chiefly with one small Norman 
window. There are two piscine. In the buildings 
of Court House Farm are the remains of a monastic 
house, and adjoining it is a Columbarium, or 
Dovecot, 14th c. 


Aldingbourne (Chichester, 4m.) D. Alding- 
borne. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Chancel (restored) E.E. and south 
aisle rebuilt in 1867; restored again in 1889. 
North aisle has disappeared. Nave has Trans. 
arches and pillars; E. end of south aisle has 
elegant vaulted chapel, E.E., with dog-tooth mould- 
ing, and the blocked-up E. end and lancet window 
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ALFRISTON CHURCH. 


has some original scroll work, &c. Sedilia, E.E., 
has dog-tooth moulding. Fragments of mural 
paintings in nave and south aisle, also on soffit of 
Norman arch ; Dedication Cross in red ochre on 
west wall. Font, late Norman. There is an old 
altar-slab with five crosses. 


Aldrington (Portslade, 4m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. LEONARD. Rebuilt on old foundation in 
1878, after having been in ruins for a century and 
a half. 


Alfriston. (Berwick, 24 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1878-9. This 
beautiful cruciform Church has been _ styled 
“The Cathedral of the Downs,’ and is a 
good example of transition from Decorated to 
Perpendicular. The interior is very pleasing owing 
to its fine proportions, the loftiness of the arches, and 
the concave form of the half pillars and capitals, 
which support the arches of the tower with its 
shingled spire. Above the capitals of the pillars 
at the E. end may be seen where the rood-beam 
rested. At the W. end of N. and S. chancel walls 
are low-side windows, with flat ogee-shaped 
cusped heads and sunk spandrels; fine triple 
sedilia ; Easter sepulchre ; three piscinz. In top 
lights of N. transept window is some old glass 
representing the figure of St. Alphege. Font, plain 
and square. Close to the church is the interesting 
timber-built pre-Reformation Clergy House, with 
fine carved roof. There is the stump of the old 
Market cross near the old inn (The Star). 
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Amberley. P.N. 


St. MICHAEL. The churchyard is entered by a 
little postern in the east wall of the old Castle, a 
residence of the Bishops of Chichester, and cas- 
tellated, in 1379, by Bishop Reed. The church was 
originally Norman and the nave and three windows 
are of that period, also the chancel arch, enriched 
with zig-zag ; chancel, built by Bishop Neville ; S. 
aisle and tower are E.E., the S. door is Dec. and 
has natural vine and oak leaves on the capitals. 
There are two square-headed piscinze and a stand 
for hour-glass near the pulpit. Font, late Norman. 
Note traces of mural paintings; consecration 
crosses on N, wall. Brass to John Wantele, 1424, 
with a surcoated figure. 


Angmering. P.N.; N.R. 


St. MARGARET. Rebuilt in 1852 with the 
exception of the tower (1507); and the chancel 
arch, Dec. There is an inscribed stone over W. 
door ; and brass, 1598. 


Appledram (or Apuldram). (Chichester, 
14m.) N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1877 and 1890. Excel- 
lent specimen of E.E., resembling Bosham in some 
details (circa 1250), has chancel and nave under 
same roof, and S. aisle. Chancel has triplets of 
lancets, with shafts and rich mouldings; two 
low-side windows of lancet shape ; two piscinz ; 
aumbry. Note position of squint combined with 
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low-side window. The steps to rood-loft remain ; 
also part of old oak screen; some old tiles ; 
and a flat slab of Sussex marble with floreated 
cross. Font, square, late Nor. Thereis a 14thc. 
bell. South of the Church is a farm house, having 
the remains of a massive square Perp. tower, 
originally intended, it is said, for a castle but royal 
permission being withheld the materials were used 
to build the campanile of Chichester. 


Ardingly. P.N.; N.R. 


ST, PETER. Restored in 1853 and 1859. 
Mainly Dec., andis one of the few old churches in the 
county built of stone ; good curvilinear windows. 
There are two piscinee and aumbry with hood 
moulding ; low-side window divided by transom ; 
priest’s door ; fragments of old stained glass in 
windows ; staircase to rood-loft. Note that some 
of the chancel windows have hood moulding of 
oak. Tower, oak screen, and W. window are 
Perp. Fine wooden Porch. Several brasses to 
Culpeper family, dating from 1509-1634; fine 
Perp. tomb (1457) with brasses to Richard Wake- 
hurst and his wife; two tombs (one to lady and 
one to knight), with Dec. canopies. 


Arlington. (Berwick, 15 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. Pancras. Chancel rebuilt in 1868-9 
church restored, 1896. This very interesting church 
exhibits all periods of architecture ; rebuilt in Dec. 
style after fire. A Roman urn and fragments of 
Roman pottery and tiles were found in the nave 
and are preserved in the chapel. 
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Saxon: Portions of nave; small window with 
Roman tiles in S. aisle; traces of arch of another 
window and of arches of chancel; long-and-short 
work in tower. Norman: Two round-headed 
windows in chapel. Early English: Arch with 
dog-tooth moulding, leading from chapel to N. 
aisle. Decorated: Chancel and E. window ; low- 
side window ; fine arch over tomb in chancel ; 
windows in chancel and several in aisles; E. 
window of chapel; nave arcade. Perpendicular : 
Font and two windows. The chancel screen was 
carved at Mayfield out of old wood from tower. 
Note: fine piscina; traces of mural paintings; oak 
pulpit ; several old stone slabs ; masons’ marks in 
porch and elsewhere ; fragments of stoups ; old 
porch. 


Arundel. D. Harundele 2. P.N.; N.R. 


St. NicHoLas. Restored in 1874. Beneath the 
castle stands the fine lofty cruciform church. It 
has a nave, aisles, transepts, and tower. The 
chancel is the property of the Duke of Norfolk and 
is cut off from the rest of the church by a wall ; 
the space under the tower serving as chancel. The 
style is Perpendicular, built about 1380. Note the 
mural paintings—N. wall of N. aisle, The Seven 
Acts of Mercy and figure of a saint ; over N. door, 
The Seven Deadly Sins; S. wall of S. aisle, portions 
of another subject; also several consecration 
crosses ; old oak porches; ancient stone pulpit, 
Perpendicular font; quatre-foil windows in the 
clerestory and old vestry. The grille separating 
the nave from the Fitz-Alan chapel is one of the 
finest pieces of ironwork in the county. 
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ARUNDEL CHURCH. 


This chapel contains the tombs of the illustrious 
house of Fitz-Alan and Howard. In the Lady 
Chapel are some tombs, brasses and old stained 
glass. Near the chancel are some old college 
buildings to which it was attached. Permission to 
visit the chancel and Lady Chapel must be obtained 
from the Duke’s agent. 


Near the bridge may be seen the ruins of the 
old Maison Dieu or Hospital of the Holy Trinity, 
erected about the end of the 14th century by the 
13th and 14th Earls of Arundel. It was destroyed 
by Waller’s troops. 


Ashburnham. (Battle, 44 m.) D. Esseborne, 
PN. 2IN-R: 


ST, JAMES. Restored in 1894. Has the old 
tower, the rest being rebuilt by John Ashburnham 
in 1665. Charles the First escaped with him in 
the disguise of a servant, from Oxford. There are 
here some old banners, armour, and altar tombs ; 
also a painted and gilt Jacobean iron screen. 


Ashington. (Steyning, 44 m.) N.R. 
St. PETER AND ST, PAUL. Rebuilt in 1872. 
Inside S. door may be seen remains of stoup 
(Perp.) 
Ashurst. (Henfield, 14 m.) 


St. James. Restored in 1877. This church 
consists of twin naves spanned by one roof and 
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divided by arcade. E. window 1871. Tower and 
two of its piers are Trans. ; rest mainly E.E. Font, 
with arcade, E.E. Brass plate, 1692. There is 
no chancel arch. 


Balcombe. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored and enlarged in 1873. 
Since its restoration the church has little left of 
interest. 


Barcombe. D. Barcheham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored 1879-80. There is a 
window brought from Goltho Church (Lincoln) 
and some monuments dating from 16th century. 


Barlavington. (Petworth, 24m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1874. The church is 
chiefly E.E. with the exception of the pillars 
and blocked-up arcade, which are Trans. There 
is a squint, also an old oak door. 


Barnham. D. Berneham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Nave has two Nor. windows; 
chancel E.E. with piscina ; font, Nor. Blocked-up 
arches (late 12 c.) indicate that there was a N. aisle. 
The old porch is 13th c. 


Battle. P.N.; N.R. 


(ST. MARY). Restored by Butterfield in 1845. 
Late in the 12th century the Norman church, built by 
Ralph, Abbot of Battle, was displaced by a larger 
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building, and the round arch in chancel is the only 
part left of the first church. In turn the Transition- 
Norman church has been altered and enlarged at 
later periods. 


The chancel, as at Eastbourne, deviates to the 
south, and was added with its side aisles, or chapels, 
in E.E, period, The E, end was rebuilt and the 
arch widened at restoration. There are piscina 
with recess, and aumbry. North chapel was en- 
larged in 14the.and has double piscina under 
ogee arch; and alabaster tomb of Sir Anthony 
Browne and his wife (1548). South chapel was 
rebuilt in 15th c. and has a double piscina under 
cusped arch ; and on one of the niches in E. wall, a 
wheel carved, emblem of St. Katherine, to whom 
the chapel was probably dedicated. 


The nave (Trans.) has fine arcade with pillars 
alternately round and octagonal; capitals with 
foliage ; clerestory of lancets over the pillars ; roof, 
waggon-shaped (the old canted tie-beams were cut 
away at the restoration), The bases of the piers in 
nave have been tampered with. The capitals 
cannot compare with the finely carved work, nearly 
contemporary, at New Shoreham and Steyning. 
(Note one on south side, carved before it was put up, 
and then irregularly fitted together). N. aisle was 
widened in 15thc. and has Perp. windows with old 
stained glass, blocked-up doorway of rood-loft 
stair-case, and squint. S. aisle altered to Dec. 


Note the brasses—Sir John Lowe in full-plate 
armour (1426) ; Dean Clere (1430) ; Dean Wythines 
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(1615) ; Wm. Arnold (1435) ; Elizabeth Haye (1597) ; 
Elizabeth Alfraye (circa 1600). 


Font, late Nor. On N. wall of clerestory are 
faint traces of mural paintings. Communion plate 
includes chalice (1592), small chaliceand paten (1691), 
two alms dishes (1691), flagon (1705). The tower 
and S. porch were rebuilt in 15thc.; N. door 
(blocked-up) has two sculptured heads at ends of 
label ; the fine W. door is E.E. In the church-yard 
néar the east end of the church, is the grave of 
Isaac Ingall, a servant of the abbey, who died in 
1798, aged 120. 


Battle Abbey. 


THE Abbey was erected on the exact site of the 
battlefield by William the Conqueror in fulfilment 
of his vow, made on the eve of the battle. The 
high altar marked the spot where Harold fell. The 
beautiful gateway was built by Abbot Retlynge, in 
1338, and is a fine specimen of Decorated work. 
The Abbot’s hall and the locutory, or parlour, are 
both striking rooms. There are some Early 
English details here and in the Abbot’s parlour. 


Of the great Abbey church scarcely a trace 
remains, except a few fragments of Norman work. 
The refectory (12th century) is an extensive ruin, 
and beneath it are three crypts, one has a vaulted 
roof supported by Purbeck marble pillars; the 
lower one is more decorated ; and the lowest is 
the finest and largest, with some splendid pillars 
and a Decorated window (geometrical). 
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It was in accordance with the Decree of Disso- 
lution that the first lay owner razed the historic 
old building to the ground. 


Bayham Abbey. (Frant, 34 m.) 


THE ruins are in Bayham Park. The Abbey 
was founded on the Feast of the Annunciation in 
1200, and was largely endowed by Ralph de Dene. 
It was one of the many religious buildings that 
came under the heavy hand of Henry VIII., in the 
17th year of his reign. Its revenues were granted 
by Henry to Cardinal Wolsey towards the founda- 
tion of his colleges. 


The most interesting ruins are those of the 
Early English Church which had:a long narrow 
nave (170 feet by 24). The large piscina, the 
vaulting of two of the chapels, the remaining 
piers and the west bay are worth noticing. 


Beckley. (Rye, 6m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAINTS. Restored in 1885. This Church 
is chiefly Dec. with several Perp. windows. There 
are stoup, sedilia, and piscina. The chapel, Dec., on 
N. side, was the burial place of the Belknaps. 


Beddingham. (Lewes, 2 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. ANDREW. Nave restored in 1858 ; S. aisle in 
1884. The blocked-up window over N. arcade of 
nave is the only indication left of the original Nor- 
man Church. S. arcade of massive cylinders with 
moulded square abaci (resembling those of St. 
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Anne’s, Lewes), are Trans.; North aisle, E.E. ; 
chancel, clerestory, and tower, Dec. ; font, Perp. 
Note, elegant trefoil-headed lancets ; elongated low- 
side window, and Priest's door in chancel; and 
colour decoration in E. arch of S. arcade. 


Upper Beeding. (Bramber, $ m.) D. Bed- 
dinges. P.N.; N.R. 


St. PETER. Restored in 1852. In this E.E. 
church many carved stones from the Priory of 
Sele have been used, and more may be seen in the 
churchyard wall. The two-light window in 
S. wall of chancel, though round-headed, has fine, 
delicately carved Dec. mouldings, and was brought, 
as well as a door, from the Priory, on the site of 
which stands the present vicarage. The S. aisle is 
modern. 


Bepton. (Cocking, 14 m.) D. Babintone. 
EIN Nea 


RESTORED in 1878. E.E. church. There is a 
canopied tomb of good Dec. work. 


Bersted (South). (Bognor, | m.) P.N. 


St. Mary MAGDALENE. Enlarged in 16th 
century and restored in 1881. There are traces of 
Norman work in tower, rest of church mainly E.E. 
There are mural paintings on nave pillar and in 
various parts ; old chest in vestry (13th ¢.); old 
slabs outside the church. 
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Berwick. D. Berewice. P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1856. This little church is Early 
English, but has some Decorated details. There 
is a beautiful canopied tomb in the chancel of 
Early Decorated work (geometrical), with a cross 
onit. Note the font, which is built in the wall, 
and the old chancel screen. 


Bexhill. D. Bexelei, 2. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1870. Part of the 
tower and archway outside and two bays of nave 
are Norman; one bay is E.E. Of the rest of this 
building there is not much that is old, except the 
sun-dial, dated 1599. The fine E. window, with 
representations of Henry III. and Eleanor of 
Provence, was sold to Horace Walpole and 
removed to Strawberry Hill, thence it has passed 
to the neighbourhood of Bury St. Edmunds. Note 
child’s coffin-slab with Keltic interlaced patterns 
and crosses, &c., probably 8th century work. 


Bignor. (Amberley, 3m.) D. Bigeneure. 
PN NCR; 


ST. PETER. Restored 1876-8. Not far from the 
interesting remains of a Roman villa with three 
tessellated pavements, fragments of Doric bases, 
and tiles, is the E.E. church. It has a plain 
circular chancel arch built of large stones (early 
Nor. or Saxon), and lancet windows, at E. end 
long and recessed, with plain round window above. 
The chancel screen is later work (partly 14th 
century). Font, early Norman. There are some 
fine yew trees in churchyard. 
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Billingshurst, P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored and enlarged in 1866. Of 
the old church there remain the tower and S. aisle 
of chancel (E.E.) and nave (Perp.) with fine wooden 
ceiling (15th c.) There is a brass with effigies 
(1489). The shingled spire is 120 ft. high. 


Binsted. (Barnham Junction, 2} m.) 
D. Benestede. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1868-9. This small 
church has three Norman windows, with colouring 
on one in N. wall of nave. In south wall of 
chancel, which has no arch, there is a plain lancet. 
The piscina is triangular-headed (Nor.). Font is 
curious (12th c.). 


Birdham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JAMES(?) Restored in 1883. It has no details 
of interest. 


Bishopstone. P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1885. The Saxon work in this 
church makes it of more than ordinary interest. 
The large, lofty south porch, with long-and-short 
work of large stones, may have been a lateral 
chapel (see ‘The Artsin Early England” by Baldwin 
Brown). The door to church is not opposite the 
porch door, thus giving more space for small altar. 
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orch, 


In front of this is a small Norman porch, with 
zig-zag over door and pillars (restored) with capitals 
at side. Above this porch is a Saxon sun-dial with 
a cross and the name Eadric. 


The chancel was, probably, originally Norman, 
but altered in Trans, or E.E. period. It is divided 
into two parts. The E. has string course running 
round it ; quadripartite vaulting ; clustered columns 
at angles ; dog-tooth moulding on arch; Nor. 
shafts and capitals. The W. chancel has a lofty 
arch with deeply cut mouldings and trefoil capitals; 
on N. and S. are two Nor. arches with zig-zag on 
the eastern one. Font is square Nor. The nave, 
E.E., is smal]. The curious Nor.stone slab, showing 
the Lamb and doves drinking, as in early Christian 
sculptures in Rome, and the fine Dec. niche in 
porch were discovered at the restoration. The 
tower built in four stages, each diminishing in size, 
and separated by string course, is early Norman. 
The top stage has a two-light window on each 
side divided by baluster. Inside, the tower has a 
low round arch and above it may be traced a high 
round one. 


Blatchington (East). (Seaford, Im.) 
EONS: NR. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1860. In the nave are 
some Norman details ; the chancel is E.£.and has 
sedilia and piscina; some of the windows and a 
recess (a Heart Shrine ?) in S. wall are Dec. Note 
Consecration Cross on a nave quoin. 
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Blatchington (West). (Hove, 14 m.) 
P.N. ; .N.R. 


ST. PETER. Rebuilt in 1890 on the ruins of 
the old church. There are two Norman windows 
remaining in the new edifice. 


Bodiam. (Robertsbridge, 4m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. GILEs. Restored E.E. It has chancel, 
nave, aisles, and a low embattled tower at W. end. 
There is a brass (1513) and fragments of others: 
The most westerly of the three lancets in chancel 
was a low-side window. 


Bolney. (Haywards Heath, 5 m.) 
PINS ONE: 


ST. MARY MAGDALENE. Restored and N. aisle 
added 1853, restored again in 1901. The narrow 
S. doorway, almost concealed by modern porch 
(1718), and the chancel with two small windows 
are possibly Saxon, or at least early Norman ; the 
W. door and tower are Perp. There are brasses 
to the Bolney, Pellett, and Culpeper families. The 
low-side window is a trefoil headed Jancet on south 
side of chancel and is early Dec. 


Bosham. D. Boseham. P.N.; N.R. 


Hoty Trinity. Restored in 1865 and 1893-5. 
Of the antiquity of this little fishing village there 
can be no doubt. There are traces of Roman 
occupation, Saxon colonisation, and Danish invasion. 
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axon Arches). 


Bosuam Cuurcn (S 


Canute hada palace here. Arude stone coffin, 
containing the skeleton of a child, was discovered 
near the chancel arch in 1865, and is supposed to 
be a daughter of Canute. This was replaced and 
the site marked by a tile bearing the Danish 
Raven. The Manor of Bosham subsequently 
passed into the possession of the Earl Godwin, 
and it was from here that Harold started on his 
ill-fated excursion to Normandy which placed him 
in William’s power. 


There are good reasons for supposing that the 
church was built on the site of a Romano-British 
one of basilican type ; some are of opinion that 
the bases of the chancel arch were part of the 
original building. The arch is depicted in the 
Bayeux tapestry. Of the bases of the chancel arch, 
Mr. Baldwin Brown says (‘The Arts in Early 
England,” p. 330) :—‘ These slabs (at base) are 
commonly attributed to the Romans, but it is not 
easy to see what part of the Roman building 
they can have formed. The truth is that they bear 
no resemblance to known classical features, while 
they are, on the other hand, characteristically 
Saxon.” 


Of other Saxon work in this church, the tower 
at the west end is the most important. Note 
the tower arch, and triangular-headed doorway, 
now a window over it; also the absence of any 
entrance from without. The nave is of Saxon 
character, but the aisles are additions. In the 
tower arch and triangular-headed window may be 
seen long-and-short work. In Norman times the 
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chancel was lengthened, of which work a window 
in N. wall and portion of piscina on S. wall remain ; 
and N. aisle added. In the 12th century the chancel 
was again extended to the splendid five-light lancet 
E. window with detached Purbeck marble shafts, 
and the S.aisleadded. In N. aisle area piscina and 
aumbry. The small circular windows above the 
piers of the N. nave are Norman. Font, late 
Norman. There are other piscinze (six in all) in 
the church. There is a beautiful recessed tomb in 
the chancel with effigy of a girl in recumbent pos- 
ture (date Ed. 1). Note carved oak in choir seats 
and corbel heads of old chancel roof. The crypt 
is E. E. and may have been intended for a tomb. 
The oak chest has a lock with four hasps and a 
portion of the old chain by which it was attached 
to the wall. In a glass case is preserved an old 
pitch-pipe. There is a fine canopy tomb near the S, 
door. Saxon string courses may be seen outside 
on W. tower and over Priest’s door, and in the W. 
wallis a window with a baluster shaft. The porch 
doors are old, and in S. doorway are incised 
crosses, 


Botolphs, or Buttolphs. (Bramber, | m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. BoToLteH. Of the Saxon church the chancel 
arch, with axe-carved corbels and S. wall of nave 
remain. The N. aisle (E. E.) has disappeared ; the 
chancel is early Dec. The east window (early 
Dec.) and that of Patcham are so similar as to 
suggest that they were the work of the same 
craftsman, though the type is not uncommon, 
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There are two lancets to be seen ; the rest of the 
windows are Dec. Note the two low-side windows ; 
stone brackets, one each side of altar ; Jacobean 
pulpit ; Royal arms on panel (Charles 2nd). There 
are three fine old bells. Close to the church is the 
old Priest’s house. 


Boxgrove. (Chichester, 3m.) D. Bosgrave. 
PON NUR: 


THE church, dedicated to SS. Mary and Blaize, 
is only a portion of the Benedictine Priory and 
was restored in 1864. 


The original church was Norman, founded in 
1119 by Robert de Haia, of Halnaker, and was 
cruciform with central tower. Of the Norman 
work are the tower, the transepts with arches 
leading E. and W., the portion of nave remaining, 
and the arches and pillars S. of it. There are 
also to be seen three beautiful Norman arches of 
the entrance to the Chapter House. 


Of the Transitional work from Norman to Early 
English are the ruins beyond the west wall and 
the piers of the tower with the pointed arches. On 
the shafts are keel fillets, and above the moulded 
capitals a round abacus. 


The chancel and aisles are splendid specimens of 
the passing from Transition to Early English, 
and the beauty of the marble columns is very 
striking. 
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The vaulting is unique and deserves special 
notice. Each bay consists of a round arch resting 
on piers and sub-divided by two pointed arches 
resting on an intermediate pier. There is some 
good dog-tooth moulding on the quadripartite 
vaulting, partly coloured. The arches of the clere- 
story rest on slender Purbeck marble pillars, and 
there are also Purbeck shafts between the lights of 
the lancets at east end. 


The S. porch and some windows in the aisles are 
Dec. Other windows and the font are Perp. 
There is some old tiling at the end of the aisle, 
and the transepts have galleries ornamented with 
oak frames. The vestry is 14th c. In N. transept 
is a squint. 


In the transepts and aisles are some canopied 
altar-tombs, but the beautiful renaissance De la 
Warre shrine (1532) is the finest specimen and 
arrests the attention. There is a brass cross to 
the Countess of Derby (‘ our benefactress’’) in the 
south aisle. Two tombs on N. of chancel are 
supposed to be those of Philippa, Countess of 
Arundel and Pembroke, 1428, and her second 
husband, Adam de Poynings. In the S. transept 
are two fine tombs of Sussex marble, possibly 
those of the two daughters of Queen Adelina of 
Louvain and her husband, Earl of Arundel. 


Outside west wall is a piscina. On the north 
are the ruins of the Prior’s lodging or refectory. 
Note the flying buttresses. In S. porch (Dec.) are 
a stoup and a marble recess. Compare the work 
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in the chancel of this church with that of Seffrid in 
the cathedral. 


Bramber. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. NICHOLAS. Restored in 1871 and new Nor- 
man windows inserted in E. end; restored again 
in 1890. The old Norman church under the castle 
walls was cruciform and the arches of the chancel 
and of the N, and S. transepts can be plainly seen 
on the outside. The tower with its round Norman 
arches was repaired and converted into a chancel 
in 1790; the W. arch rests on shafts with carved 
capitals. Note the peculiar paintings. 


Brede. (Hastings, 6m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. GEoRGE. Restored in 1868. This fine E.E. 
church has been altered in many details to Perp. 
TheS. aisle of chancel is the Oxenbridge chantry and 
contains the fine monument of Sir Goddard Oxen- 
bridge (1537) with his figure as a knight in armour 
and head resting on his helmet and his feet on a 
lion. His arms are on the tomb, of Caen stone, 
worked probably by Frenchmen which would 
account for the Flamboyant character of the 
tracery. The E. window of this chantry has some 
stained glass with arms of Echyngham. There 
are several brasses as well as tombs here. The 
font is Perp. ; and some old glass may be seen in 
the window over S. door, also an old poor box 
(1697). Dean Swift's cradle is among the curiosities 
of this church. 
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Brightling. (Battle, 5 m.) D. Brislingham. 
N.R. 


St. Tuomas A Becker. The church was E.E. 
but has been altered at later periods. The E. end 
windows are reticulated and others are Dec. or Perp. 
The effect of the number of arches of different 
heights is pleasing. Thereisa bust to John Fuller, 
the patron of Turner, who painted several Sussex 
views for him. His mausoleum by Smithe is in the 
churchyard. There is a brass to be seen in the 
church (1476), also some old painted glass. 


Brighton. D. Bristelmestune. P.N.; N.R. 


St. NIcHOLAS. Restored in 1853, with subse- 
quent additions. Although no longer the parish 
church of Brighton, the old edifice of St. Nicholas 
claims first attention. This church which is stated 
to be situated within a Druidical enclosure, was 
most probably built about the middle of the four- 
teenth century on the site of a still older church, 
which is mentioned in the Domesday Survey, and 
was of Norman work, possibly resembling Old 
Shoreham Church in design. Many archzologists 
however are of opinion that the original church 
was situated near the shore and was destroyed by 
the encroachments of the sea; hence a site was 
chosen on high ground. When the tower was 
repaired in 1853 Norman work was found on the 
inside face of many of the corner-stones of the 
buttresses and of the embattlements. The old map- 
picture of 1545 represents the church as being 
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cruciform with a circular tower. The font is Nor- 
man, and is rudely sculptured in four sections, 
representing the Last Supper, the Baptism of Christ, 
the Legend of St. Nicholas, and lastly some other 
figures, which are of doubtful signification. When 
the church was restored in 1853 much of its anti- 
quity was destroyed, and with the exception of the 
arches of the nave and pillars, the chancel screen 
and arch, piscina and the tower, but little of the 
original building remains. The roof was raised 
and clerestory windows inserted a few years ago. 
The exterior is built of cut flints and grout, with 
stone quoins. 


The chancel screen is a fine specimen of Perpen- 
dicular work in oak, well carved but rather over- 
gilded. It is probably early Tudor, and worth 
attention ; over it was a rood-loft. There is a 
monument in good imitation of Decorated work, 
to the memory of the great Duke of Wellington, 
who used to worship in this church, and was a 
pupil of the Vicar of Brighton, the Rev. Henry 
Michell. This memorial was in the chantry on 
the south of the chancel, but when this chapel was 
recently enlarged it was removed to the north-west 
end of the church. On the south wall near the 
porch is a tablet giving the list of the Vicars of 
Brighton from 1091. Among the memorials is 
one by Sir Richard Westmacott, R.A., to his wife 
who died in Brighton in 1853 and is buried here ; 
the Fairfield Monument is by his son, also R.A. 


In the churchyard, near the south door, is to be 
seen the lower fragment and the stone steps of a 
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churchyard cross, perhaps crucifix, destroyed by 
Cromwell’s soldiers; also the tombs of Captain 
Tettersell, who took Charles IJ., after his flight from 
Worcester, to France; of Phoebe Hessell, who 
served as a soldier, and died at the age of 108 in 
1821; of Mrs. Crouch, the actress; and of Martha 
Gunn, the Royal bathing-woman. 


The church of St. Peter, of which the late Sir 
Charles Barry was the architect, was constituted 
the parish church in 1873. 


Broadwater. (Worthing.) D. Bradewatre. 
PUN NLR: 


St. Mary. Restored in 1826 and 1866. This 
fine cruciform church is mainly Transitional Nor- 
man. The Perp. nave was originally Early 
English, probably coeval with the chancel, or a 
little later ; the responds at the west-end and one 
lancet window in the clerestory on the south side 
indicate this. The E. end is E.E. (restored). The 
details deserve careful notice. The chancel tower 
arch is semi-circular, and, in addition to the mould- 
ings, the capitals of the piers have palm branches, 
introduced by the crusaders, and grotesque birds ; 
the nave arch is pointed and has beak-heads, but the 
capitals have been casedin stone. The chancel has 
a String course of zig-zag and pellet, and clustered 
shafts springing from these support the plain ribbed 
vaulting. On the chancel floor are an altar stone with 
five crosses, anda fine brass to John Mapilton, Chan- 
cellor to Margaret of Anjou (d. 1432), and a brass 
cross (1415). The original rich oak carving of stalls 
and misereres, and the two splendid renaissance 
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tombs are striking objects :—one to the 8th Lord de 
la Warr (d. 1526), the other in S. transept to the 9th 
(d. 1554). The old iron tilting helmet was utilized 
for atime asa poor box in front of the pulpit. 
Some of the old tiling may be seen near the 
stalls. There were originally small chapels, or 
chantries, leading from the transepts and in 1866 
the central arch in S. transept was opened to make 
an entry to the new vestry in which is an old 
communion table, dating probably from Archbishop 
Laud’s time. OnN.andonS. side of nave, between 
two clerestory windows, is a flint dedication 
cross. Note also the buttress under E. window, 
and gable cross over porch. The circular windows 
in porch, Mr. P. M. Johnston says, are the same 
date as the blocked-up circular low-side windows 
of Coombes, early Perp. The Rev. E. K. Elliott 
consulted a friend, formerly a priest of the 
Roman church, who suggested that these open- 
ings were for one of the serving-men who 
would receive messages through them from those 
requiring the attendance of a priest at the bedside 
of a dying person, and the servitor would convey 
the message through an underground passage to 
the monastery which stood on the site of the pre- 
sent Manor House. (Vide “ Broadwater Church 
and its Associations.”) 


Buncton Chapel. See Wiston. 


Burpham. (Arundel, 25m.) D. Bercheham. 
PN, CNR. 

St. Mary. Restored in 1868-9, This fine old 

cruciform church with west tower exhibits work 
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of all periods of architecture. N. wall of nave has 
probably some €axon work; N. transept and its 
plain arch are Nor.; the arch of S. transept, with 
zig-zag mouldings, late Nor. ; the nave with its fine 
pillars and arches, Trans. ; the chancel with vaulted 
roof and recessed lancets, E.E. ; two of its windows 
and the trefoiled low-side window, Dec.; two 
windows of nave, Perp. Tower and fontare Perp. 
There are a double aumbry, a piscina, and a second 
aumbry with shelf. The S. aisle and S. transept 
were rebuilt on the old foundations when the 
church was restored. 


Burton. (Petworth, 14m.) P.N.; N.R. 


THE little church picturesquely situated in the 
park has a Perp. screen, and rood-loft with remains 
of painting, anda fine brass to Elizabeth Goring, 
1558, with arms of the Goring, Pelham, and other 
families quartered on a tabard over her dress. 
There is a figure on splay of a window on N. side 
of nave. 


Burwash. (Etchingham, 2$ m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW. Enlarged and restored in 
1856, and the tower in 1890. The Norman tower 
has two-light belfry windows separated by 
balusters ; the chancel and most of the church, 
E.E,; the low-side window with cinquefoiled 
head, Dec. The font, Perp., has a Pelham buckle 
on it, and there is another buckle on the head of a 
mullion. The slab, with inscription, ‘orate 
p. annema Jhone Coline,” is considered to be the 
oldest specimen of Sussex ironwork. It was made 
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at Socknersh. Thechurch plate includes a chalice 
and paten, dated 1568. In the churchyard is the 
grave of the Rev. John Coker Egerton, author of 
“Sussex Folk and Sussex Ways.” 


Bury. (Amberley, 2m.) D. Berie. 
PIN]; NiR: 


ST. JOHN THE EVANGELIST. Renovated in 
1903. The chancel has beenrebuilt. Trans. work 
may be seen in tower and nave pillars ; the font, 
Perp. ; oak screen is 15th century, and has 13th 
century rood beam over it; some old painted 
glass. ‘Jacobean Arabesque Decoration in back 
of niche, N. side of chancel arch like seven bars 
of balustrading and a sunflower above.” (S.A.C., 
vol. xliii.) There is a stoup outside S. door. 


Buxted. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. The church has Early English 
nave and Dec. chancel, probably built by Sir John 
de Lewes about 1292, to whom there is a brass. 
The Dec. east window is handsome, and there are 
several Perp. windows inserted. Note the two 
piscinze ; E.E. font; remains of sedilia ; curious 
oak muniment chest ; carved oak pulpit ; brass to 
Bretellus Avenel. The position of low-side window 
at W. end of S, aisle of nave is uncommon. It is 
of late date and has an aumbry over it. South of 
the chancel is the mortuary chapel of the Earls of 
Liverpool. 
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Under the cornice of the north porch is a female 
figure, holding a churn, probably the device of the 
Allchorn family. 


Catsfield. (Battle, 2} m.) D. Cedesfelle. 
P:NS NRE 


ST. LAWRENCE. Restored and new aisle built in 
1849. The church is E.E. with some Dec. and 
Perp. details. There are several memorial windows 
to the Hayley and Brassey families. The commu- 
nion plate is 17th century work. In wall of N. 
aisle is a trefoiled recess with an old gravestone 
with floreated cross in relief, which possibly covered 
grave of a monk of Battle Abbey. Some of the 
original lancet windows remain, and the old tower 
is pierced with deeply splayed narrow openings. 
Note the double stoup at S. door, and the pollard 
oak near churchyard gate, 47 feet in circumference, 


Chailey. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Peter. Restored in 1878-9. This E.E. 
church has pleasing chancel and pyramidal spire 
to tower. Thetwo old yew trees are very fine. The 
N. aisle is modern. 


Chalvington. (Berwick, 2m.) P.N. 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW. Restored in 1873. This 
little church has some plain Dec. windows (geome- 
trical), on one of which St. Thomas a Becket is 
represented. 
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Chapel, North. (Petworth, 5 m.) 


ST. JOHN THE Baptist. Rebuilt in 1877-8. The 
font is dated 1662. 


Chichester. 


CHICHESTER is a city of very great antiquity. 
Before the Roman conquest it was occupied by the 
Britons. It has been a cathedral city since 1082, 
when the see was removed to it from Selsey. 


The cathedral is valuable to students of archi- 
tecture, inasmuch as it furnishes examples of all 
styles from Norman to Perpendicular, and even 
quite modern work. The campanile is the only 
example of a detached bell-tower existing in the 
land ; with the exception of Manchester, it is the 
only cathedral that has double aisles, making the 
width but a few feet less than York Minster. 


Bishop Ralph Luffa commenced the building of 
the cathedral in 1088, and in 1108 the first portion 
was consecrated ; but in 1114 fire destroyed a part 
of the structure, and it was not until 1184 that the 
cathedral was completed and consecrated for the 
second time. The pillars and arches of the nave 
and choir, and the triforium are of this period— 
Norman ; the rest was destroyed by another fire in 
1187. Bishop Seffrid IJ. repaired the church and 
embellished it, adding a new clerestory (1199). In 
this Transitional work Purbeck marble was freely 
used, The ribs and vaulting shafts inserted have 
given the building a lighter and more graceful 
appearance. About the middle of the thirteenth 
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century the outer aisles, or chapels, were added to 
the nave, and the retro-choir is also in Early English 
style. Some fifty years later the Lady chapel was 
lengthened, and is Decorated. The campanile, or 
bell-tower, height 120 feet, the consistory court, the 
cloisters enclosing the Paradise, and some of the 
windows are later, and Perpendicular in style. 
The tower, originally of 13th century, and spire, 
of 15th century, were re-built, after the latter had 
fallen, in 1866, and in 1901 the north-west tower 
was rebuilt. 


During the episcopate of Bishop Sherborne 
(1508-36), the cathedral attained its greatest per- 
fection. He employed the Italian artist, Bernardi, 
to decorate the vaulted ceiling of the cathedral 
and Lady chapel, also to paint the two historical 
pictures now in S. transept, representing the 
granting by Ceadwalla of the Monastery of Selsey 
to St. Wilfred, and its confirmation to Bishop 
Sherborne by Henry VIII. ; and in the N. transept 
a remarkable series of portraits of the Bishops of 
Chichester, and of the Kings of England, the 
latter much damaged by the fall of the spire. To 
his munificence also is due the great oaken altar 
screen, now re-erected after having been displaced 
for more than forty years by a huge reredos 
of the Ascension, since removed to St. Saviour’s, 
Brighton. 


Among the many details to be noted are the 
Galilee Porch (early Dec.) at West end, containing 
the tombs of a Bishop and a Dean; the N.W. 
Tower, rebuilt in 1903; the S.W. Tower, con- 
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taining the font; the Triforium; the Purbeck 
marble, added by Bishop Seffrid. On S. is the 
Chapel of St. Clement, with Bishop Durnford’s 
cenotaph ; near this the fine E.E. doorway from 
cloisters. The statue of St. Richard is modern, by 
Hems, of Exeter. In Sacristy, is an old chest 
(Saxon ?), and over this room is the consistory Court 
(temp. Henry VI.) In S. transept :—the beautiful 
curvilinear window of Bishop Langton (glass very 
poor) ; Langton’s tomb ; the tomb of Bishop Stratford 
(d. 1362), formerly assigned to Richard de la Wych. 
Passing through the S. choir aisle are seen the two 
Saxon slabs, generally supposed to have been 
brought from Selsey, and representing the Raising 
of Lazarus and the Meeting of our Lord with 
Martha and Mary; cenotaph to Dean Hook 
(d. 1874); tomb of Bishop Sherborne. Behind 
the great altar screen is the platform on which 
formerly stood the shrine of St. Richard. 


The Chapel of St. Mary Magdalene, restored in 
his memory, and that of the late Canon Crosse, is 
adorned with paintings relating to the life of the 
former, and has a fine aumbry, in which his head 
was formerly kept. The Retro-choir is Seffrid’s 
masterpiece, with its beautiful grouped columns, 
showing the dawn of E.E. The Lady Chapel is of 
lower pitch than the rest of the Cathedral. There 
are three tombs here, one with a pastoral staff and 
Randulphus Epi. on it, considered to be the resting- 
place of the founder of the original building. In 
N. chapel of retro-choir, is a bust of Bishop Otter 
(d. 1840). In N. wall, note the trefoil in which are 
two hands supporting a heart, and the inscrip- 
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tion—" Ici gist le coeur Maude de.” In N. choir 
aisle is a fine canopied tomb, possibly of Bishop 
Rickingale (d. 1429), or of Bishop de Moleynes 
(d. 1449). The plain arch, leading to N. transept, 
has dog-tooth moulding. This part was used as 
the Parish Church of St. Peter, and is considered 
to be the oldest portion of the building. The 
Library (the Chapel of the four Virgins) is Trans., 
and on central pillar may be seen dog-tooth 
moulding. The most interesting objects here are 
the service book of Archbishop Hermann, with 
Cranmer’s autograph in it, and the old MSS. In 
N. aisle (outer) is a statue of Huskisson ; tomb 
(restored) of Richard Fitz-Alan, 13th Earl of 
Arundel, executed in 1387 ; fine Dec. tomb of Lady 
(unknown); three monuments by Flaxman, one to 
Collins, the poet, another to Dean Ball. Note in 
Campanile the fine stone screen, built by Bishop 
Arundel (d. 1478), which formerly separated the 
choir from nave. It was removed in 1860. 


Sir William Waller's troops, during their occu- 
pation of the cathedral, destroyed the old glass, 
the brasses (except one), and the woodwork. 


The cathedral is 393 feet long (internal) ; 91 feet 
wide ; the spire is 277 feet high. The nave has 
four aisles, and there are north and south transepts, 
choir and retro-choir, Lady chapel, side chapel, 
library, and cloisters. It is the only cathedral in 
England whose spire can be seen from the sea. 


In the interesting building of St. Mary's Hospital 
is a chapel with some good early Decorated work,

including the very fine old screen, geometrical 
window, sedilia and piscina. In the aisles of the 
great hall are rooms for the sick and infirm. 


The market cross is a splendid example of 
Perpendicular work, and, except the stump at 
Alfriston, the only one in Sussex. 


The churches are not of much interest, except 
the little building of St. OLAVE’s, which has some 
old work still remaining, as seen in the plain round 
door, on the south of the nave. The canopied 
piscina is a good specimen of Decorated work. 
Font, Norman ; fine XVI. c. oak chest. 


S. ANDREW’S is built above a Roman pavement, 
and is interesting as containing the tomb of Collins, 
the poet. There are three piscine here. The 
nave is Perpendicular work. ALL SAINTS’ in the 
PALLANT and Sv. PETER-THE-LESS are in the 
Early English style, but much restored. ST. 
PANCRAS was rebuilt in the eighteenth century. 
In the churchyard are buried the three Smiths, 
landscape painters. 


The church of ST. RUMBOLD, Rumboldswyke, 
(P.N. ; N.R.) was originally Saxon, of which there 
are traces in chancel and nave, but has been 
changed to Early English. The plain round 
chancel arch is Saxon, and some Roman bricks 
may be seen in the building. There is a low-side 
window in the S. wall of chancel. The aisle was 
added in 1866. The pillar piscina is of pre- 
Conquest date. Note the herring-bone work. 
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In the Priory Park the chapel (or choir of the 
church) of a monastery of Franciscans or Grey 
Friars should be visited. It is somewhat 
dilapidated; but it retains its magnificent east 
window of five lights, divided by lofty shafts and 
foliated capitals; a fine example of Early English 
at its best (circa 1230). 


Chiddingly. (Hellingly, 5 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


THE church is mainly E.E. with Dec. tower 
and stone spire, 128 feet high, and some Perp. details. 
There is a fine monument to Sir John Jefferay, 
Baron of the Exchequer, and his wife, erected in 
1612. There is a slab to the memory of the 
founder of the Jefferay family. Note the inscrip- 
tion to Mr. Thomas Eades, the nonjuring vicar, 
1717 ; and Pelham Buckles on tower. 


Chidham. (Bosham, | m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1864. The church is 
E.E. with some Dec. details and Perp. panelling, 
and was once associated with the College of 
Bosham. 


Chiltington (East). (Plumpton, | m.) P.N. 


RESTORED in 1889-90. The fine yew tree is a 
more striking object than the little church, which 
has some traces of Norman work in the blocked-up 
door and two windows. Note the font. 
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Chiltington, West. (Pulborough, 3 m.) 
D. Cilletone. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1882. This church has 
some good Trans. work, especially in N. door and 
nave pillars; S. aisle and chancel are late 13th c. 
There is a stoup outside chancel on south side. 
Note the long squint ; curious epitaph in chancel ; 
and old pulpit. The chief interest in this building 
lies in the mural paintings, showing great variety 
of colours, representing incidents in the life of Our 
Lord. They are of the 12th and 14th centuries. 


Chithurst. (Elsted, 2m.; via Midhurst.) 
D. Titcherste. N.R. 


TURRET added in 1885. This quaint little 
church has a rude chancel arch of early Norman 
work and a Norman window, a lancet, and some 
Dec. windows. There are a squint ; a curious alms- 
dish ; an old altar slab with consecration crosses. 
The picturesque cottage close to the church was 
built out of the ruins of a priory, some of the 
monks of which lie in the churchyard; it has 
some old carving and windows with mullions. 


Clapham. (Goring, 2m.) D. Clopeham. 


P.N. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1873. Of the original 
Norman work a blocked-up arch alone remains ; 
N. aisle and N. row of pillars of nave are 
Trans. ; S. aisle, S. pillars of nave, and chancel 
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E.E.; some windows are Perp. There is a 
splendid armorial brass of John Shelley and his 
wife (1526) ; also a fine tomb and other brasses. 


Clayton. (Hassocks, | m.) D. Claitune. 
P.N siN-R: 


St. JoHN THE Baptist. Restored in 1893, 
The Saxon chancel arch is the attraction to archzeo- 
logists. It has bold half-round moulding; the 
abacus is massive and chamfered. On each side 
of this arch is a semi-circular recess. The chancel 
is 13th century work (E.E.) with triple lancets at 
E. end and round window over. There is a 
blocked-up arch in N. and S. walls of nave. 
Windows :—lancets in chancel, with head of King 
and Queen on hood moulding; Perp. in nave. 
N. doorway and door are old. One bell is pre- 
Reformation. On S. wall is brass of a priest hold- 
ing chalice and wafer, with inscription (1523). 
The mural paintings, representing the Doom, 
are very interesting. 


Climping. (Ford, 1 m.) D. Clepinges, 2. 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1875. This cruciform 
church stood within a moat. 


With the exception of the Transition-Norman 
tower, the beautiful church (circa 1250) is Early 
English, which has displaced the former Saxon 
building ; inside the south transept the weather 
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moulding of the old Saxon church may be seen. 
There are two aumbries and two low-side windows, 
formed by lengthening the ordinary lancets. The 
narrow lancets are valuable examples of Early 
English. The chancel windows are rebated inside 
and retain some of the hooks to which the shutter 
hinge was attached. Over the lancets are circular 
windows. Note the corbels to arches ; the windows 
with zig-zag ornament inserted in the buttresses 
of tower as at Old Shoreham church ; also the 
fine doorway with moulding of zig-zag and dog- 
tooth ornament. The pulpit and font are 14th 
century. The old oak chest is of the same date as 
the church, and has some fine carving and slot for 
Peter’s Pence. Font (Perp.) with elegant panels. 
There is a Mason’s Mark on S. wall, also a Dedica- 
tion Cross by doorway. 


Coates. (Fittleworth, | m.) P.N.; N.R. 


Tuis little church has the chancel arch and 
one stnall window left of the Norman work; the 
rest is mainly E.E. Font, late Norman. The 
communion plate is 16th century, and there is an 
old door of same date. 


Cocking. D. Cochinges, P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1865 and 1896. The nave with 
one window, recently opened, and the chancel 
with plain arch and traces of windowsare Norman ; 
S. aisle with its E. window, tower, and two 
windows of chancel are Dec. ; N. aisle andS. porch 
are modern. Note piscina in chancel, and piscina 
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and aumbry in S. aisle; the fine canopied wall 
tomb (13thce.) used for Easter  sepulchre ; 
low-side window ; and the painting on splay of 
Norman window over nave arcade, representing 
an angel beckoning to two shepherds with a dog. 
Font, Norman. 


Compton. D. Contone. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Rebuilt in 1849. Traces of original 
work can be seen in the arches in N. wall and a 
pillar (late Norman). 


Coombes. (Shoreham or Bramber, 2 m.) 
D. Cumbe. P.N.; N.R. 


SHORTENED in 1724. This little church has a 
plain early Norman chancel arch ; the S. door and 
body of the building, some of the windows, and 
priest's door are also Norman. The porch is 
16th century; the trefoil-headed windows are 
E.E.; there are also some late Perp. windows ; 
those on S. side are of green sandstone and in 
excellent preservation. There is a circular open- 
ing filled in on S. side, which was a low-side 
window ; and another old square one near it. 
Note circular marks on priest’s door (sundials ?). 
The chalice is dated 1588 ; font, Norman. There 
is some old stained glass. The register, dating 
from 1538, is one of the oldest register books in 
the county. 


The Mannings are buried in chancel.

Cowfold. (West Grinstead, 2 m.) 
PNZON-R: 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1876-7. This pretty 
church, E.E., with Perp. additions, has the magni- 
ficent brass of Thomas Nelond, Prior of Lewes, 
1433. The brass, nearly ten feet long, is in a 
splendid state of preservation and effectively pro- 
tected by a padlocked covering. The effigy of the 
Prior is inthe dress of a Cluniac monk standing 
with folded hands beneath an arch, protected by 
the Virgin and Child, S. Pancras and St. Thomas-a- 
Becket. The font is Perp. with peculiar orna- 
mental panelling. The three original lancets in 
the chancel have old stained glass. The aisle 
and arcade with depressed arches were built in 
Henry VIII.’s reign. The old porch is picturesque. 


Crawley. P.N. 


ST. JOHN THE BapTisT. Restored in 1868 ; 
enlarged in 1880. This church is Dec. with Perp. 
additions. Note inscription on one of the beams of 
old oak roof ; two brasses ; 15th century font ; old 
altar rails; part of altar tomb in E. wall of 
chancel. There is a memorial window of Mark 
Lemon. 


Crowhurst. (St. Leonards, 4 m.) 
PLN: NRG 


ST. GEORGE. Rebuilt, except tower (Perp.) in 
1794. The fine old yew is the largest in Sussex, 
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and measures 37% feet in circumference. Note the 
Pelham buckle in tower over the door. 


Cuckfield. (Haywards Heath, 2 m.) 


PINGS ER 


Hoty TRIniTy. Restored in 1855-6. The 
large church was commenced in E.E. style, of 
which the tower, with trefoil corbel-table and 
three bays on S. aisle of nave remain. About 
middle of 14th c. the rest of nave and aisles 
were added. The chancel aisles are late Perp. 
work; the south aisle has been restored. The 
vestry was formerly used as a mortuary chapel 
of the Sergisons (rebuilt, 1888). The roof, which 
bears the badges of the Nevilles, is late 15th c. 
work, and the colouring has been restored. The 
font is Norman (restored). There are two brasses 
(1587) of Henry Bowyer, and several monuments, 
dating from 1500 to 1800; one of these is by 
Flaxman, and another by Westmacott. The two 
fine timber porches are modern. In the south one 
is a stoup, and there is another in the church. 


Dallington. (Heathfield, 5 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. Rebuilt, with the exception of 
the tower, in 1864. The tower (Perp.) has the 
Pelham buckle, and is one of the four old churches 
in Sussex which possess a stone spire. Font is 
Perp. " 
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Dean, East. (Singleton, 2 m.) 
PN. N.R. 


Restored ijn 1870. This cruciform church is 
mainly E.E., in which style are the beautiful S. 
doorway and the lancet windows. In S. transept 
E. window is Dec, Note part of low-side window 
outside ; and font with quaint base. 


Dean, East. (Eastbourne, 34 m.) 
PN2: ALR: 


SS. SIMON AND JUDE. Restored in 1887. 
Alfred the Great is said to have held his 
court in this village in 884. The church is of 
the usual Sussex type—E.E. with Perp. insertions. 
The tower (Norman) is the oldest part of the 
building, and some bricked-up doors and windows 
are of the same period. The tower oratory is 
Saxon work. The font has some of the old 
Norman work inserted in it, and the pedestal of 
the ancient font was used as a_horse-block 
at the Tiger Inn. The stoup is foliated; the oak 
pulpit, 1624, and the wooden roof of nave are 
worth noticing. 


Dean, West. (Near Goodwood). 
BNR: 


ST. ANDREW. Restored in 1880. There is 
some original E.E. work remaining, the triple 
lancets at E. end, and in the arches and pillars. 
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There are monuments to the Lewknor and 
Peachey families. Font, Perp. Some of the 
work in N. door of nave and parts of wall may 
be Saxon. 


Dean, West. (Seaford, 3 m.) 
PN. GANG: 


ALL SAINTS. Restored in 1878. This picturesque 
church with gabled tower, in secluded valley, 
has Norman arch to tower and traces of Trans. 
and E.E. work, but is chiefly Dec. The plain 
font is early work of this style; the stoup and 
two canopied tombs are also Dec. One of these 
tombs, formerly used as Easter Sepulchre, is very 
fine. There are two 17th c. monuments of the 
Thomas family. The Rectory is a very interesting 
old building, and has been carefully restored and 
enlarged. There is a newel (spiral) stone staircase 
and some fine woodwork. A columbarium stands 
near the ruins of the old Manor House. 


At Charlston Farm may be seen the remains of 
the chapel of Alured, Cup-bearer to William the 
Conqueror. Near this is another columbarium. 


Denton. (Newhaven, | m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. LEONARD. This E.E. church has some fine 
Dec. work in the chancel, of which style are the 
beautiful E. window, altar-tomb, sedile, and 
splendid canopied piscina. The Norman basket- 
work font is similar to that at St. Anne’s, Lewes. 
The N. door is built up. There is no chancel 
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arch. The rood-loft staircase remains, and adjoin- 
ing this on the E. is the mutilated low-side 
window. There are several old stone slabs at W. 
end, and the fragments of ruins around church 
are remains of a domestic building. 


Didling. (Cocking, 25 m.) N.R. 


St. ANDREW. This little E.E. church was 
damaged by lightning in 1878. The altar rails 
and some of the benches are old. 


Ditchling. (Hassocks, 14m.) D. Dicelinges. 
P.N.;2N-R: 


ST. MARGARET. Restored in 1863, when the N. 
transept and N. wall of nave were rebuilt and 
Dec. windows inserted in N. and W. of nave. 
This cruciform church has some excellent work in 
the E.E. chancel. The arch is lofty and the 
foliated capitals and the E. shaft of transepts are 
excellent. The E. window of three lights, 
separated by slender shafts with foliated capitals, 
has two cinque-foiled circles and one quatre- 
foiled over ; the hood-moulding has a head, carved 
in chalk, at each end. On N. of window is a 
niche with trefoil-headed ogee arch, and on S, 
another with cinque-foiled arch—there would 
have been a figure in each in pre-Reformation 
times. In S, wall are piscina ; credence table ; 
and sedile. In N. wall trefoil-headed aumbry. 
On N. chancel are three lancets under ogee arches, 
supported by slender shafts with foliated capitals,— 
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two of these have heads carved in chalk at termi- 
nations of mouldings. One head of centre lancet 
may be St. Margaret. Priest's door is built up. 
In S, chancel aisle (Abergavenny Chapel) are Dec. 
windows, two E. and two S., with shafts and 
corbel heads. In S. wall is part of trefoil-headed 
piscina, Chalice and paten are Elizabethan 
(1568) ; and flagon (1728). The aisle is separated 
from nave by two plain Trans.-Nor. arches. 
Font, modern. 


Donnington. (Chichester, 14 m.) 


Hoty TRINITY. Restored in 1847. The church 
is E.E. and has embattled tower. 


Duncton. (Petworth, 14m.) D. Donechetone. 
PNee NR: 

Hoy TRINITY. Erected in 1866. Old church 
pulled down in 1876. There is some 16th century 
church plate ; also the oldest dated bell, 1389. 

Durrington. D. Derentune. 


THE old chapel, E.E., is in ruins. 


Earnley. (Selsey). P.N.; N.R. 


E.E. church with Dec. E. window (geometrical). 
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Eartham. (Barnham Junction, 4m.) N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. This church has Norman 
chancel arch, the rest of the building is restored 
E.E. The reredos is striking, and there is a fine 
monument, by Flaxman, to Thomas Hayley, son 
of William Hayley, the poet. 


Easebourne. (Midhurst, |. m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Partly rebuilt in 1876. The tower 
remains of former building. The font is late 
Norman. The tomb, with effigies of Sir Anthony 
Browne, 1st Viscount Montague, 1592, and his 
two wives, was removed from over the vault in 
Midhurst Church last century. Near itis the tomb 
of Anthony, 6th Viscount, 1767, and his wife, d. 1779. 
A canopied tomb with effigy of Sir David Owen, 
d. 1540 (uncle of Henry 7th). The monument to 
the Hon. Mrs, Poyntz is by Chantrey. This church 
was attached to a little Benedictine Priory, and 
the S. aisle was the nun’s chapel. 


Eastbourne. D. Borne. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored 1623, 1844 and 1873. The 
pavish church of Eastbourne is a fine large build- 
ing with chancel, nave, clerestory and aisles, and 
is a good example of Transitional-Norman work, 
dating from the second half of the 12th century. 
The chancel inclines southward and lies below 
nave, and has a fine arch adorned with zig-zag. 
Note the foliage on capitals of chancel pillars, 
The eedilia and piscina on south, and the Easter 
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Sepulchre on north, are 14th century. There are 
also an aumbry and a niche. The E. windows 
are geometrical, the central one is fine. The 
staircase to the rood-loft remains. The wooden 
screens are early Dec. The nave arcade has four 
bays of original work, the fifth is later. S. aisle 
(circa 1320) has hood-mouldings in two windows ; 
N. aisle has Perp. windows. Font, tower and 
window are Perp. Note masons’ and other marks 
in chancel and on the arches; brasses, without 
effigies, one to John King, 1445, the other to 
James Graves, 1647 ; six medallions in E. window 
of N. chancel aisle, 15th century, are Flemish 
work. Six of the bells date from 1651. In 1844 
an old stone reredos was found. The vestry at 
E. end is one of the few old ones in Sussex. A 
rood-loft piscina (14th c.) has recently been dis- 
covered. On the N. side of the church are some 
old cottages, which formed a building supposed 
to have been the home of some Black Friars. 


Eastergate. (Barnham Junction, | m.) 
D. Gate. P.N. 


ST. GEORGE. In the chancel, the small window 
and the wall are Saxon work, as may also be the 
traces of mural painting; there are also two 
lancets. In the restored nave there is one Perp. 
window with fragments of old glass. Font, Perp. 
Note herring-bone work. 
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ETrcHINGHAM CHURCH. 
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Edburton. (Dyke, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1878. The church 
is nearly all E.E., and is of flint and stone. The 
E. window is Dec. and there is a piscina. The 
altar-rails and pulpit are said to have been pre- 
sented by Laud in 1633. The leaden font dates 
from 1180 and is late Trans.-Nor. There are 
two low-side windows. Note marks on porch, 
some possibly votive, one probably a sundial. The 
chapel on N. side was the Chantry of St. Kathyrine. 


Egdean. (Fittleworth, 15 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW. Built, in 1623, of brick 
and stone. 


Elsted. D. Halestede. P.N.; N.R. 


St. PauL. Restored in 1873, but was closed in 
1893, owing to its dilapidated state. It has early 
Norman chancel arch and N. arches in nave. 
There are some E.E. and Perp. windows. Porch 
is dated 1622. 


Etchingham. P.N.; N.R. 


SS. MARy AND NicHoLAs. This church, which 
was once moated, is one of the finest specimens 
of Dec. work in Sussex; it was erected by 
Sir William de Echyngham, probably some 25 
years before his death in 1389. It has a chancel, 
central tower without transepts, nave with aisles. 
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The heavy square tower has a pyramidal roof and 
14th century vane. The nave has clerestory. 
The tracery of the windows is a characteristic 
feature of this church. The E. widow is flam- 
boyant and resembles that at Lindfield. The 
two-light windows of the chancel exhibit great 
variety in their flowing tracery, which is of a 
reticulated form ; the aisle windows are two-lights 
in side and W. end, with flat segmental heads, 
and three-lights at E. end, with a band of quatre- 
foils above the lights ; the W. window is a small 
one of three-lights with curious tracery, showing 
transition to Perp. The W. doorway has pointed 
arch in two non-recessed orders. 


The chancel has the original oarved stalls and 
screen ;some old tiling ; canopied sedilia ; piscina ; 
and on N. side an E.E. door. The S. wooden 
porch is small but good. Font is E.E., probably 
preserved as wellas the E.E. door from the earlier 
church. 


The four brasses are very fine ; three are in the 
chancel, one of the founder, 1387 ; another, under 
a canopy, of Sir William de Echyngham, with his 
wife and son, 1444; the third of Thomas, 1482, 
on altar-tomb against S. wall. In S. aisle of nave 
is the brass of Elizabeth Echyngham and her 
sister, 1480. In the nave are helmet and banner 
over a piscina. 


Compare this church with Poynings, built about 
same date, which is Perp. with few Dec. traces. 
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Ewhurst. (Near Robertsbridge). P.N. ; N.R. 


ST. JAMEs. Restored in 1874, This church has 
pillars, Trans.; windows mostly Dec., except E., 
which is Perp. ; two piscinze, Dec. The tower is 
of mixed styles and has twisted spire. Small brass 
to Wills Crysford. Font, 12th century.

ST. LAWRENCE. Rebuilt in 1817. 


Felpham. (Bognor, 1} m.) D. Falcheham. 
PN NR 


St. Mary. Restored in 1851 and 1884. All styles 
of architecture are found in this church Trans. 
one row of nave pillars; E.E. the other row of 
pillars ; chancel windows and piscina with ogee 
head are Dec.; tower and S. aisle windows are 
Perp. Font, late Norman. There is an old oak 
chest. The monument to William Hayley, the 
poet, who is buried here (1820) has an epitaph by 
Mrs. Opie. In the churchyard note his epitaph on 
William Steel, the blacksmith. William Blake also 
lived in the village. 


Fernhurst. (Haslemere, 3 m.) 


St. MARGARET. Restored in 1881. E.E. church 
with traces of Norman work. Font, Nor. OnN. 
wall of nave note mural painting. 
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Ferring. (Goring, 15 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1875 and 1886. E.E. 
church with some Perp. windows. Note fine 
stoup ; piscina with marble shelf; font, 13th 
century (E.E.). In this parish is Highdown Hill, 
the ancient burial place of Saxon kings, 


Findon. (Worthing, 4m.) D. Findune,

ST. JOHN THE Baptist. This church is beauti- 
fully situated under Cissbury Ring and has twin 
naves under one fine old roof (considered almost 
unique by Sir Gilbert Scott), divided by Trans. 
arcade ; tower, E.E. In chancel are two Dec. 
windows and doorway inserted between two stone 
sedilia. Note the roof and mural paintings on N, 
arcade of nave. 


Firle, West. (Glynde, 14 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1864. This church 
(Dec.) has several monuments and tombs of the 
Gage family, one of alabaster with reclining figure 
(1557). and two others with brasses (1569 and 1595). 
At S. door isa stoup. There is some old stained 
glass. 


Fishbourne, New. P.N.; N.R. 


SS. PETER AND Mary. Picturesque E.E. church, 
rebuilt, except chancel, in 1850. Some Roman 
remains have been found near. 
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Fittleworth. N.R. 


ST. Mary. Additions made in 1897-8. This 
E.E. church has a restored nave, but the elegant 
chancel, tower, and Jacobean N. porch are old, 
There is a low-side window on N. side, the second 
on the S. side having been removed when vestry 
was built. Moulded piscina; font, Perp. Note 
the old cross on stone in gable, and coffin lid. 


Fletching. (Sheffield Park, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


SS. MARY AND ANDREW. Restored in 1880. 
The church has been over restored, and much of 
the architectural value has suffered in consequence, 
It has a fine early Norman tower with a double 
light window divided by a baluster. There are 
some traces of Norman work also in the nave, 
otherwise the churchis E.E. The fine E. window 
and some of the windows in the transepts have 
geometrical tracery, and in the nave Perp. ; the 
screen (restored)is also Perp. Inthe transepts are 
three lancet windows with old glass which, during 
the restoration, was found buried in the church- 
yard. The elongated lancets at W. end of N. and 
S. sides of chancel walls are low-side windows. In 
the south transept there is a fine brass on an altar- 
tomb to Sir Walter Dalyngrudge (1395), another 
altar-tomb bears the effigy of Richard Leche (1596). 
In the north aisle is the little brass with gloves to 
Petrus Denot, a glover, and a follower of Jack 
Cade. Amid the monuments of the Sheffield 
family is the tomb of Edward Gibbon, the great 
historian (d. 1794), with an epitaph by Dr. Parr. 
There is a stoup in the nave. 
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Folkington. (Polegate, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. This little church with wooden 
tower is E.E. with Perp. additions. There are 
memorials of the Thomas and Culpeper families. 


Hord-tol Norah, 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1865 and again in 
1899. This interesting little church has traces of 
Saxon work in W. and N. walls of nave ; Norman, 
chancel, most of the walls, and piscina in S. 
wall of nave ; E.E. south door within porch, and 
low-side windows; Dec., the three-light E. window 
which retains its original reticulated tracery (one 
of the best preserved in Sussex) and single-light 
ogee-headed window in S. wall of nave ; two-light 
Perp. window in W. wall of nave. The bowl of 
font, square, Norman. The two bells are old. Note 
the dial-stones on S.E. nave quoin, and the 
picturesque post-Reformation S. porch, built of 
brick. ‘‘ Extensive remains of paintings, represent- 
ing every century since A.D. 1000 to 1700 have 
been uncovered in the course of the recent restora- 
tion, including Saxon consecration cross, Norman 
borderings and plain colour, large Doom on E. gable 
of nave (15th c.), the Agony (?) Bearing the cross 
(15th c.), and Elizabethan strap-ornaments and 
texts of various dates.’ (S.A.C. vol. 43—Ford 
church, by P. M. Johnston.) 


Framfield. (Uckfield, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. THOMAS a BECKET. Restored in 1840 and 
tower rebuilt in 1892. With the exception of N. 
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chapel (Dec.) of chancel, this church was burnt in 
1509, and rebuilt in the Tudor period. The steps 
leading to rood-loft and the squint remain. The 
tower fell in 1667. 


Frant. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. ALBAN. Rebuilt in 1822, Lord Stratford de 
Redcliffe is buried in the churchyard. 


Friston. (Eastbourne, 4 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JAMES. Restored in 1892. The blocked-up 
arches of window and door on S. of nave are 
Saxon ; the rest of the church is mainly early 
Norman ; the chancel and windows are Dec. The 
wide segmental chancel arch is connected with a 
wall-arch in N. and S. walls, in which are inserted 
windows, that on the S. side being probably a 
low-side window. On the internal jambs, note 
consecration cross ; also the curious arched recess 
above altar. The two large monuments and the 
brass, 1539, are of the Selwyn family, formerly 
owners of the Tudor house, Friston Place. 


Funtington. (Bosham, 2 m.) 


St. Mary. Restored in 1859. This E.E. church 
has an old tomb of Sussex marble. 


Glynde 


CuuRCH, erected in 1765, is of a semi-classical 
style, and was built at the sole expense of 
Dr. Trevor, Bishop of Durham. The E. window 
has some painted glass of 16th century. Font, 


marble, 18th century. 
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Goring. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Rebuilt in 1838. There is a tomb 
with brasses to John Coke, 1600. 


Graffham. (Selham, 24 m.) D. Grafham. 
P.N.= NLR: 


ST. GILES. Restored in 1874, and in 1887. The 
restoration of this church was in memory of 
Bishop Wilberforce. With the exception of the 
piers and arches (Trans.) the church is mainly 
E.E., with five grouped lancets at E. end. Font, 
Norman. 


Greatham. (Pulborough, 34 m.) N.R. 


SMALL and uninteresting E.E. church. 


Grinstead, East. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. SWITHUN. Restored in 1871. The lofty 
tower can be seen from a distance, and was 
built in 1785 after the fall of the previous one, 
which destroyed the greater portion of the church. 
By reason of its date, it has been condemned by 
Gothic purists, but it is a good example of modern 
work. A second restoration in 1874 has converted 
the edifice practically into a modern one. Among 
the few traces of the old church is the brass (1505) 
to Elizabeth Grey, daughter of the founder of 
the original building (Lord Scales), and her figure 
is placed between those of her two husbands, 
Some members of the Nevill family (Earls of 
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Abergavenny) are buried here. There is an iron 
slab to Ann Barclay. Like the church at Alfriston, 
the pillars and capitals are concave. S.E. of 
churchyard is Dr. Neale’s tomb. 

Near the church is Sackville College, an alms- 
house, founded by Robert, Earl of Dorset, in 1608. 
The quadrangle is a good specimen of Jacobean 
style. There is some good woodwork in the 
chapel, and the old furniture and fire-place in the 
hall are worth noticing. 


Grinstead, West. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. GEORGE. Restored in 1890-1. Very interest- 
ing church with quaint broached spire and large 
wooden porch (Perp.). Of the original Norman 
church, some rude herring-bone masonry may be 
seen in W. of N. wall; the small window in nave 
and two doors, one leading to tower stairs, one in 
nave; and the aumbry behind the altar. The rest of 
the church is mainly E.E.—nave pillars, arches and 
the single lancets. Of later work are the peculiar 
graceful and foliated lancets. In the Burrell 
chantry (Perp.) are two fine brasses to the Halsham 
family (1441). There are monuments to the 
Burrell family ; that to Sir W. Burrell, by Flaxman ; 
also to the Caryll and Poulett families. Fragments 
of a mural painting of St. Christopher are to be 
seen ; a stone coffin, two piscinze and fragments 
of old glass in W. window. Font, square Nor., on 
Dec. shaft with traceried chamfer at angles. Note 
hinged panel in chancel roof, which conceals lever 
for raising the canopy of pyx (box for consecrated 
host). The Rectory is Jacobean. 
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Guestling. (Hastings, 4m.) D. Gestelinges. 
PINSON 


St. LAWRENCE. Rebuilt after fire in 1890. Of 
the original Norman church, one arch remains. 
There is a piscina, also a monument to John 
Cheney (1603). Bishop Ashburnham is buried 
here. 


Guldeford, East. (Rye, 2 m.) 


ST. Mary. There are some traces of Perp. 
work left. The roof of nave is supported by rows 
of oak pillars. 


Hailsham. P.N.; N.R. 


St, Mary. Restored in 1870, 1878 and 1889. 
This little market town has a fine Perp. church 
with an embattled tower. The bells were first 
cast at Bell Bank, near the town, and the tenor 
still rings the curfew. Font, Perp. There are 
two piscinee. 


Two miles west of Hailsham is Michelham 
Priory, founded for the Augustinians, or Black 
Canons, in 1229, by Gilbert III. de Agula. The 
Perp. gateway is almost intact, and over the arch- 
way are two rooms. In the Elizabethan house 
are the Prior's chamber and a crypt. Some 
ruined E.E. arches also remain. Below the 
gateway is a room, supposed to have been used as 
a prison. The old priory mill is still working. 
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Hamsey. (Lewes, 2 m.) D. Hame. 
P.N. ; N.R. 


ST. PETER. This interesting old Norman church 
is now used as a mortuary chapel. The original 
Norman building has been altered to E.E. The 
two-light low-side window S.W. of chancel is late 
Dec. Tower and font are Perp. The canopied 
Tudor altar-tomb is called the ‘‘ De Say Tomb.” 


Hangleton. (Hove, 25 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. HELEN. Restored in 1876. This plain 
little church has some flint herring-bone work on 
S. wall of nave, and head of a very small window, 
which may be pre-Conquest. There isa blocked-up 
doorway and minute window in N. nave. The 
chancel and low-side window are late E.E. ; in S. 
of chancel is a curious tomb. There isa stoup 
near S. door. Inthe churchyard lie the remains 
of Dr. Kenealy, the counsel for the claimant in 
the celebrated Tichborne case. A very elaborate, 
or rather gaudy, tomb has been erected to his 
memory. In the N.W. of the ground is the grave 
of the late Mr. Henry Willett, of Brighton, who 
was so well-known to art connoisseurs. 


Hardham. (Pulborough, | m.) P.N. 


St. BorotpH. Of the old Norman building 
there are three windows, chancel arch and door 
of nave; E. window of two lancets is E.E.; in 
S. wall is a Dec. window, and at the side of it 
an Anchorite’s sacrament squint (discovered by 
Mr. P. M. Johnston). Font, plain, Norman (?) 
The mural paintings deserve special notice as 
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they are among the oldest in England. The 
subjects comprise B.V. Mary and Child, Adora- 
tion of Magi, Flight into Egypt, Massacre of 
Innocents, Salutation of Elizabeth, Lazarus, Adam 
and Eve with the Serpent, St. George at the Battle 
of Antioch, &c. (vide S.A.C., vol. 44). Near this 
church are the remains of Hardham Priory, 
founded in the reign of Henry III. The style is 
E.E., and consists of the chapter-house with some 
arcading and the refectory, now forming the 
farmhouse. Beneath is a cellar with groined 
vaulting supported by pillars. 


Hartfield. P.N.; N.R. 

St. Mary. Restored. This graceful church 
(Dec. and Perp.) has a picturesque lychgate under 
an old cottage (1521). There are:—a window and 
tablet to the memory of the Rev. H. Polehampton, 
killed while carrying out his duties at Lucknow, 
in 1857 ; two piscinze; anda stoup. Font, Perp. 


Harting. P.N.; N.R. 

ST. MARY AND ST. GABRIEL. This fine E.E. 
church has a tapering spire covered with copper ; 
chancel with lofty arch and dog-tooth moulding, 
and Elizabethan roof (1577); rood-loft piscina ; 
nave pillars without capitals (compare with Slin- 
don, Cold Waltham and Rustington); some 
old glass ; font, E.E.; and old vestry. Note the 
fine marble monument, by Westmacott, for 
Sir H. Featherstonhaugh (1846); the weather- 
beaten tomb of recumbent knight, carved in 
alabaster ; Elizabethan painted tomb ; and brass 
to Ford family (1670). Cardinal Pole was rector 
of this parish. 
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CLEMEN’’S CHURCH, 


HAstTINGs, ST 


Hastings. N.R. 


THE PARISH CHURCH of ST. CLEMENT'S is a 
Perp. edifice. In the low massive tower are em- 
bedded two cannon balls, one fired by a privateer, 
the other, of stone, placed there to please the 
zesthetic eye of the inhabitants. The font is a fine 
piece of work, and is sculptured with instruments 
relating tothe Passion. In theS. aisle area piscina 
and some brasses—one to Thomas Weekes being 
very fine. Note the curious sedilia, also incised slab 
on floor at W. end; and stoup. The handsome 
reredos is modern. During the Civil War, the 
Round-heads occupied the church. Under the 
choir is 15th century crypt, now closed ; vestry 
is of same date. 

ALL SAINTs is also a Perp. building ; the tower 
is embattled, and as the church is on a hill, it 
forms a conspicuous object. The sedilia and 
piscina are very fine, there are also a stoup and an 
old font. Note curious-coloured vault corbels of 
tower, one a boar’s head. The notorious Titus 
Oates was once a curate here, and his baptism 
was registered in 1619. There is a curious brass 
to Thomas Goodenough. In the churchyard is 
the tomb of “‘ Old Humphrey” (George Mogridge). 

In the towers of both these churches, lierne 
vaulting and many ribs may be seen. In the castle 
chapel there is a pillar piscina, d. 1180. 


Heathfield. P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAINTs. Partly rebuilt in 1861 and 1869. 
The tower and shingled spire (E.E.) are imposing. 
There is a squint remaining, otherwise the re- 
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building has destroyed much of the interest in the 
church. The tower, built of chalk, and faced with 
local stone, is dated 1445, in Arabic Numerals, 
considered to be the earliest use of these figures 
in England. There is a 14th century crypt 
(closed). The S. door and some windows are late 
13th century. 


Hellingly. P.N.; N.R. 


SS. PETER AND PAUL. Tower rebuilt in 1836, 
church restored in 1869. The chancelis Norman ; 
N. side chapel has E.E. arcade and some Norman 
work with cable moulding. Most of the nave is 
later work. In S. of chancel is a lancet low-side 
window with ogee-pointed head (Dec.). 


Henfield. D. Hamfelde. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Thechurch has been much restored, 
but some of the original E.E. work remains in the 
pillars ; the tower is Perp. There is an old screen 
to the organ loft, but the fine Perp. screen which 
separates the nave from the tower, is modern. 
There are two good brasses, 1559 and 1633. 
Font, 13th century. 


Heyshott. (Cocking, 14m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JAMes. E.E. Church with some Perp. 
windows. Font is E.E., and the caps of the 
angle pillars form part of the bowl. 


Hoathly, East. (Uckfield, 4 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


REBUILT, with the exception of the tower, in 
1856. The Perp. tower has Tudor doorway with 
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Pelham Buckle, and the arms of Lunsford. The 
Norman piscina is of pillar form, and the arch is 
ogee and trefoiled. 


Hoathly, West. P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1870. This E.E. church has a fine, 
lofty shingled broach spire. There are some early 
geometrical windows ; font sq. (Nor.); stoup; 
triple sedilia ; and two piscinz. There are two 
iron slabs (1619 and 1635). Note the opening to 
rood-loft and traces of mural paintings. 


Hollington. (Hastings, 2 m.) P.N; N.R. 


ST. LEONARD. This little church, or the ‘‘ church 
in the wood,” is largely visited on account of 
the charming situation rather than for any archi- 
tectural beauty. It is E.E.,and has chancel, nave, 
and a low tower with the ‘‘ Sussex Head,” as the 
low pyramidal cap is termed. 


Hooe. (Bexhill, 4m.) D. Hoy. 
PSN? NR 


ST. JAMES or ST. OSWALD. Restored in 1889 
and 1899. In this little Perp. church there is 
some old glass, representing Edward III. and 
Queen Philippa. Note old chest (Saxon ?). 


Horsham. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1864-5. This fine large 
church, with lofty shingled broach spire, has 
suffered considerably from restorations and en- 
largements. Of the original late Norman church, 
traces yet remain in the tower and N. wall, round- 
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headed door, and narrow window; the lower 
part of tower is Trans, ; the fine nave and lofty 
clerestory with lancets is E.E.; the great seven- 
light E. window is Perp., replica of former one, 
and was inserted in 1865. In chancel on E. wall 
are a piscina and credence ; in pavement is the 
mutilated brass of an ecclesiastic, 15th century. 

The Hoo Monument, N. of altar, is of Purbeck 
marble with marble canopy (15c.). The De Braose 
monument, S. of altar, has recumbent figure of 
knight with crested helmet under his head (1396). 
The Delves monument of marble, by Fanelli, has 
the effigy of a lady (17th century). 

The chantries have disappeared beneath the 
hands of restorers. The chapel of the Holy 
Trinity (1307) adjoining N. aisle has been in- 
corporated partly with the church, and partly 
formed into a porch. Note the raised platform at 
E. end. Boteler’s Chantry, founded by Richard 
Wakeford in 1447, was at E. end of S. aisle; 
Roffey Chapel was on the N., and the piscina of it 
can still be seen in the respond of S. arch. The 
Shelley chapel (Perp.), formerly an oratory, has 
fine panelled roof. There is a plain slab to 
Percy Bysshe Shelley. Font, Perp. Mural paint- 
ings on W. wall are reproductions of 15th century 
work, and represent ‘ The Last Supper” and 
“ The Annunciation.” 

The building N.E. of church is called the 
Lollards Tower (late Perp.), now the vestries, and 
has an old chest in upper chamber and an old oak 
door with massive lock and key. Near E. gate 
are remains of old Priest’s House, and beneath the 
pump is the old Norman well. 
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Horsted Keynes. 


St. GILES. Restored and enlarged in 1884. 
This church with its lofty shingled spire was 
originally a Norman cruciform building with 
central tower, which with its piers and a walled- 
up arch alone remains of it; the rest being E.E. 
Outside N. wall of nave is a piscina indicating 
where the transept has been. There is a small 
cross-legged effigy of a knight in armour (a 
crusader), and several tablets. Dr. Robert 
Leighton, Archbishop of Glasgow, was buried in 
the chapel in the south of the chancel in 1684, but 
this part of the church has since disappeared, and 
a tomb was erected over his place of burial in 
1857. The slab, which bore a Latin inscription, 
is on the outside of the chancel wall. 


Horsted, Little. (Uckfield, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. MICHAEL AND ALL ANGELS. Rebuilt by 
Scott in 1863. Note the arcade outside N. wall 
of chancel; the two small round-headed win- 
dows; and a small slab with raised cross, lying 
almost hidden under an arched alcove behind 
choir stalls. The tomb, probably an Easter 
Sepulchre, may be that of the founder or a bene- 
factor of the original church. Good Perp. tower. 


Houghton. (Amberley, 4-m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. NIcHOLAS. This E,.E, church has some 
Perp. additions. There is a brass to Thomas 
Cheyne (1486). 
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Hove. P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. The old parish church retains 
but little of the original edifice, having been nearly 
rebuilt in 1856. Externally, with the exception of 
the porch, it is new work. There are, however, 
two rows of fine pillars and arches of Trans.- 
Norman style. The capitals appear to have been 
re-carved, but the arch mouldings of the nave 
arcades are original, and the church also retains 
its fine old oaken tie-beams. In the churchyard 
lie the remains of Admiral Westphal, who, when 
wounded at the Battle of Trafalgar, was laid by 
the side of Nelson, whose coat was placed as a 
pillow for his head. Charlotte Elliott, the 
authoress of several well-known hymns, is also 
buried here. There is a tablet to the taemory of 
Copley Fielding, the painter. 


Hurstmonceux. (Hailsham, 44 m.) 
D. Herste. P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAInTs. The church is not far from the 
picturesque castle. It is Trans.-Norman, with 
some Perp. windows. The pillars and capitals 
are worth attention; those in S. are of later date 
than those in N. 

The magnificent tomb of Thomas, eighth Lord 
Dacre, and his son, Gregory (1534), was intended 
to serve as an Easter Sepulchre. The fine brass, 
with effigy (1405) in the floor before the altar, is 
to William Fienes, knight. The font is plain 
square early Dec. (compare Willingdon), and 
there is an aumbry. The E. window was inserted 
in memory of Archdeacon Hare, and his remains 
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lie beneath the fine old yew tree (about 30 feet 
in circumference) in the churchyard. Close to the 
church is a fine 14th c. tithe barn, 


Hurstpierpoint. (Hassocks, 14 m.) 
D. Herst. P.N.; N.R. 


Hoty TRINITY. Built in 1845. Has an old 
font (Norman); two tombs with effigies, and a 
brass to Bishop Hannington. 


Icklesham. (Winchelsea, |+ m.) 
PING 2 NR 


ST. NiIcHoLas. Restored in 1849. This in- 
teresting church has Norman nave, aisles of three 
bays, and tower; S. aisle has three small Norman 
windows; chancel and aisles with two beautiful 
arcades are Trans.; S. chapel late 13th century ; 
N. chapel 12th century; fine piscine; windows 
have been changed to E.E, or Dec. ; S. aisle, plain 
geometrical; E. and W. windows are modern. 
Note corbels of chancel arch (13th century). The 
windows above the arcade in N. wall are original. 
The tower is built in four stages with flat but- 
tresses and plain corbel table, and on N. side of 
interior are two grotesque capitals. There are 
traces of mural painting on S. side of E. window ; 
also in wall arcading of N. chancel; and in the 
capitals of Norman clustered vaulting shafts of 
tower. 


Iden. (Rye, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAINTS. This Perp. church has a stoup 
and a brass with effigy to Walter Seller, Rector, 
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Ifield. (Crawley, 14m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. Restored in 1847. E.E. church 
with Perp. additions. Font, late Norman; two 
piscine. Under arch on N. side of nave is stone 
effigy of knight in armour (period, Ed. 2nd.); on 
opposite side one of a lady. Both are altar-tombs, 
and may be monuments of Sir John de Ifield and 
his wife. Porch is 15th century. 


Iford. (Lewes, 2m.) D. Niworde. 
P.N.; N.R. 


St, NicHoLaAs. Restored in 1874. The Norman 
chancel arch in this church is good, and the 
round window at the east end, with three small 
windows beneath, are effective and pleasing. 
Font, E.E., circular bowl on five shafts. There 
are :—a piscina, aumbry, and three old bells. The 
arches on N. of nave show that there has been 
an aisle. 


Iping. (Elsted, 2 m.) Baa: SIN it: 


St. Mary. Rebuilt in 1840; and again, except 
old tower, in 1888, on the foundations of a Norman 


church. 
Isfield. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. Restored in 1876; tower re- 
stored and spire added in 1893. The nave was 
originally E.E.; the chancel with handsome 
windows and Shurley chapel are Dec. The 
transomed window at S.W. end of chancel was 
probably a low-side window; and there is a slab 
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near it (outside) with raised cross, which is 13th 
century. In the chancel are a fine large piscina 
under a canopy (14th century), and two plain 
sedilia; and under arched alcove in N. chancel 
wall, a tomb (the founder’s ?) which was probably 
an Easter Sepulchre, having crosses of beautiful 
design. The Shurley chapel has some splendid 
monuments: tomb (without brasses, 1527); 
brasses of Edward Shurley and his wife (1558); 
brasses of Thomas Shurley and his wife (1579) ; 
altar-tomb with recumbent effigies of Sir J. 
Shurley and his wives, with children kneeling 
round (1631). This chapel has also some good 
specimens of linen panelling, and a wide squint. 
Note gargoyles on tower. In S. window of nave 
may be seen fragments of old stained glass. In 
this church in 1775, the tombstone of Gundrada, 
formerly thought to be a daughter of William the 
Conqueror, was discovered. It had been brought 
there from the Priory at Lewes on the Dissolution 
of the Monasteries and was taken to Southover, 
where a chapel has been erected over it. 


Itchenor, West. (Selsey.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. NicHovas. This little E.E. church (re- 
stored) has Perp. windows, and one of the few 
E.E. fonts which are found in this county. 


Itchingfield. (Horsham, 35 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. NicHoLas. Restored and new aisle built 
in 1866. Nave and chancel are Norman, with 
two Dec. windows. The low tower, composed of 
large blocks of wood, is pinned by wooden bolts ; 
the square-headed windows in it are late Dec. 
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Jevington. (Polegate, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. ANDREW. The (restored) Saxon tower is 
of two stages with herring-bone work and N.E. 
quoins long and short. The chancel, nave, and 
N. aisle, with very small lancets, are E.E. The 
E. end window is formed of three long ogee 
trefoil-headed lancets under a broad low internal 
arch. The N. aisle is divided into two parts by 
a cross arch from central pier to N. wall. The 
nave has a fine waggon roof. Note also Dec. 
low-side window in S. wall of chancel; aumbry 
under lancet in N. wall; trefoil-headed piscina in 
S. wall; a round-headed squint on each side 
chancel arch; tablet to N. Collier, Rector (1691-2). 
The curious bas-relief of our Lord bruising the 
serpent’s head on S. wall above the porch, found 
in 18th century, is Saxon. Font, early Dec. of 
same local type as at Willingdon. 


Keymer. (Hassocks, | m.) D. Chemere. 
P.N. 


SS. CosMos AND DAMIAN. Rebuilt in 1866; 
enlarged in 1899. Of the original church a por- 
tion of the apsidal chancel alone remains. 


Kingston-by-Sea (corruption of Kingston 
Bousey). D. Chingestune, 2. P.N.; N.R. 


St. JULIAN. This church has a nave and tower 
E.E.; but the windows, with the exception of one 
lancet, are Perp. The chancel is Dec. and has 
a fine canopied tomb of Perp. work. The north 
aisle has been rebuilt. The tower is between the

nave and chancel, and has a groined vault sup- 
ported by clustered pillars with moulded capitals 
(E.E.) of Sussex marble. The blocked-up opening 
in N. wall of chancel may have been connected 
with an Anchorite’s cell (vide S.A.C., vol. xxtz.). 
Note interesting woodwork, pulpit, screen, altar 
rails, &c. 


Kingston. (Lewes, 24 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PANCRAS. Restored in 1874. This church is 
early 14th century (Dec.) and has two ogee- 
trefoil-headed lancet low-side windows; one N. 
and one S. of chancel. Note brass to Verrall 
family (1667); two old bells; curious carved oak 
pulpit. The church was damaged by lightning 
in 1865. 


Kirdford. (Billingshurst, 5 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JOHN THE BaprisT. Restored in 1878. 
Piers and arches of nave E.E.; piscina, Dec. ; 
some Perp. windows. Note the two squints; old 
oak benches; curious twisted pattern of com- 
munion rails; brass (1658); font (1620). There 
are several monuments to the Earls of Winterton. 
Some of the work in N. wall of the nave may be 


Saxon. 
Lancing. P.N.; N.R. 


St. JAMES. This church was probably origin- 
ally Norman, but has been much altered in subse- 
quent times. The S. porch is Trans. and has the 
remains of a stoup; the rest of the building was 
reconstructed about the end of the 13th century, 
when E.E. was passing to Dec. There are two 
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trefoil-headed low-side windows set in a wide 
arched recess; on N. chancel wall a canopied 
Easter Sepulchre. Font, sq. Nor. The upper 
part of tower was removed and pyramidal cap 
added in 1618. Note string course in the chancel, 
the Norman billet moulding changing to Dec. roll. 


Laughton. (Lewes,6m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAINTS. Restored in 1883. There are some 
E.E. windows; the rest are early Perp. The 
arches of tower (Perp.) and chancel are massive. 
The hood moulding of the W. door terminates in 
Pelham buckle. In the Pelham vault beneath 
the chancel N. built about middle of 18th century 
by the Duke of Newcastle, lie the remains of more 
than 40 members of the family. Note two iron 
slabs in tower (1689 and 1691), and helmets above 
chancel arch. 


Lavant, East. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. There is a fine Norman W. door, 
but the building is mainly E.E. Note a canopied 
(Dec.) altar-tomb (Easter Sepulchre); ancient 
Sussex marble slab to Luci de Mildebi; and a 
brass to Thomas Cauze. Tower is 17th century. 
There is a fine new reredos. 


Lavant, Mid. (Lavant.) 
P.Né: GN.R:; 


St. NicHOLAS. Restored and enlarged in 1872. 
This E.E. church has a small Norman window in 
S. wall of nave, and two lancets of the original 
building. Note tomb with effigies, erected during 
life-time of Dame Mary May, 1681. 
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Lavington, West. (Midhurst, | m.) 


ST. MARY MAGDALENE. Erected by Butter- 
field in 1850 for Archdeacon (afterwards Cardinal) 
Manning, shortly before his secession to the 
Church of Rome. In the churchyard (S.E. of 
church) is the tomb of Richard Cobden, the 
Apostle of Free Trade, who died in 1865. He 
was born at an old farmhouse in the neighbouring 
hamlet of Heyshott. 


Lavington, or Wool Lavington. 
(Petworth, 24m.) D. Levitone. P.N.; N.R. 


St. PETER. This little E.E. church has a 
memorial to the Rt. Rev. Samuel Wilberforce, 
Bishop of Oxford and later of Winchester (d. 1872). 


Lewes. 


St. MICHAEL’s (restored in 1885) is the parish 
church, but not the most interesting. It has a 
Norman round tower (as at Piddinghoe and South- 
ease) pierced by small quatrefoils, with a lofty 
shingled spire, the rest of the building is mostly 
modern—rebuilt 1754. There are two fine brasses 
and a monument to Sir Nicholas Pelham, 1559. 

St. ANNE'S (restored in 1889) is chiefly Trans.- 
Nor., and has a fine basket-work Norman font. 
The capitals of the pillars of the S. of the nave 
are worth noticing; also the recessed tomb in the 
chancel; a brass (1681); and a stained window 
to M. A. Lower. The S. nave of aisle ends in a 
vaulted chapel (compare Aldingbourne). 

ALL SAINTs’ has a Perp. tower, the rest of the 
church is modern. 
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St. JoHN’s sub castro (built in 1838) has a plain 
Saxon round arch of the former church, supposed 
to date from the time of Edward the Confessor, 
incorporated with the outer N.E. wall. There is 
an old font (Perp.) and a relic known as the 
Magnus tomb, with inscription. 

St. THOMAS a BECKETT-IN-THE-CLIFF (P.N.) 
is a Perp. building supposed to occupy the site 
of a religious house, erected to the memory of 
Thomas a Beckett. There is a good Dutch paint- 
ing of the Ascension (1770); also a squint with 
two pillars; a foliated stoup; two piscine. 


Lewes :—Southover. P.N.; N.R. 


ST, JOHN THE Baptist. Restored in 1885. This 
church has a brick tower erected in 1714 and a 
side chapel erected in 1847, in which are the 
remains of William de Warenne and his wife 
Gundrada, fifth daughter (?) of William the 
Conqueror. The leaden coffins were discovered 
when the railway was made, which runs through 
the ruins of the priory adjoining the church. In 
the nave of the church is a row of plain heavy 
Norman pillars, and there is a Norman font. The 
chancel is modern. The rest of the church is 
chiefly Perp. There is a good E.E. door outside 
E. end of church which belonged to the priory. 
There are ten fine bells. 

The Cluniac Priory of St. Pancras was founded 
by William de Warenne in 1077. During his pil- 
grimage to Rome with his wife Gundrada, 
formerly considered to be the daughter of William 
the Conqueror, he visited the Monastery of Cluny, 
and induced the abbot to send over some monks 
to the church he had built. During the strife 
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between Henry III. and Simon de Montfort, the 
priory became prominent, as it was here that 
the King received the Barons’ envoys before the 
Battle of Lewes, and it was here that Henry fled 
for refuge during the contest, May 14th, 1264. 
On the following day he signed the Mise of 
Lewes. 

The church was a fine building, over four 
hundred feet long, and had a large cloister and 
other adjuncts. So complete was the destruc- 
tion at the dissolution in 1537, that its site was 
forgotten until the railway cutting revealed it. 
The few fragments of stone are worth visiting by 
the antiquary. The carved stones in the castle 
museum are specimens of the work. 

The mound near the boundary of the Priory 
grounds was probably a Calvary. There is a 
farmhouse in Swanborough, formerly a grange of 
the Priory, which has some E.E. and Perp. work. 


Lewes :—Malling, South. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MICHAEL THE ARCHANGEL, Restored in 1874 
The church was founded in 1620 by John 
Evelyn on the site of a Saxon building. There 
are two brasses on floor. 


Linch. (Liphook, 25m.) D. Lince. 


PING MINERS 


St. Luke. Rebuilt in 1705; restored in 1886. 
There is a small two-light window with old glass 
representing “The Descent from the Cross” and 
“The Ascension.” 
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Linchmere. (Haslemere, 3m.) 
PiNewc Nos. 


ST. PETER. Commands a magnificent view. It 
is built of stone, and has tower and spire. There 
is a blocked-up Norman arch at the west end, the 
rest of the building is E.E. Note the curious 
scalloped and vandyked decorations to the win- 
dows; plain circle over double lancet at E. end; 
pillars at W. end; finely moulded tie-beam. The 
N. aisle is modern. 


About a mile south are the ruins of Shulbrede 
Priory, incorporated with a farmhouse. It was 
founded by Sir Ralph de Anderne for canons of 
the order of St. Augustine. A large upper hall, 
called the Prior’s Chamber, has some curious 
mural paintings; the second room is the monks’ 
apartment, and has groined vaulting, springing 
from E,E. marble columns. 


Lindfield. (Haywards Heath, 14m.) 
PNGven 


ST. JOHN THE Baptist. Restored in 1884-7. 
The restoration has destroyed many of the in- 
teresting details of this church, including mural 
paintings and old glass. The church is Perp. 
with E.E. tower. The parvise over W. porch is 
used as a ringing chamber. Font, Dec. 


Litlington. (Berwick, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1863. Of the original Norman 
church (altered to E.E.) there are two windows 
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in N. wall of chancel, two blocked up in N. wall 
of nave, the S. door, and the piscina; sedilia and 
lancets E.E.; altar-tomb (Easter Sepulchre) Perp. 
The arches are of chalk. Font, Perp. There is 
a low-side window. 


Littlehampton. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARY THE VIRGIN. Rebuilt in 1825. The 
font is old. 


Lodsworth. (Selham, 2m.) 


St. PETER. The restorations in 1848 and 1855 
have destroyed the interest in this E.E. church. 
The W. door is old, and the Communion plate 
(paten and chalice) are dated 1568. 


Lullington. (Berwick, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1894, This is considered to be the 
smallest church in England, being only sixteen 
feet square, but it is only the portion of the 
chancel of the original church. Note the two 
E.E. low-side windows and small piscina. 


Lurgashall. (Petworth,5m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. LAWRENCE. This E.E. church has a 
wooden cloister on the south of the nave. The 
tower is Perp.; and there are traces of very old 
work—Saxon or early Norman—in the north wall 
of the nave. ‘There are:—marble font (1661) ; tri- 
angular piscina; old oak chest; and three coats 
of arms (14th century). 
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Lyminster. (Arundel, 15m.) D. Lolinminstre. 
PN: N-R: 


St. MARY MAGDALENE. Restored in 1864 and 
1883. The original church was Saxon, and of 
this there may be traces in nave and chancel arch. 
It was a nuns’ chapel of the time of Athelstan. 
The lower part of tower is 12th century (Trans.) ; 
upper part, Perp. The pillars (Trans.) have scal- 
loped capitals; chancel arch has double impost, 
and there is fine old oak roof. The piscina is 
very fine; font, late Norman. Note the Sussex 
marble coffin lid; old chest; porch; ancient barge- 
board ; consecration crosses on N. jamb of chancel 
arch, 


Madehurst. (Amberley, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARY MAGDALENE. Restored and enlarged 
in 1864. There are only traces of the old building 
left, a Norman arch and a Dec. window. 


Malling, South. 
See Lewes. 


Marden, East. (Singleton, 5m.) N.R. 


St. PETER. Restored in 1875. This little E.E. 
church has memorials of the Bottine family. 


Marden, North. P.N.; N.R. 
St. Mary. Restored in 1887-8. Norman 
church with original apsidal chancel, and some 
E.E. additions. Note the miniature windows. 


Marden, Upper. P.N.; N.R. 
_ Litre E.E. church showing dog-tooth mould- 
ing.

Maresfield. (Buxted, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. BARTHOLOMEW. Restored in 1878-9. This 
church has been greatly altered and enlarged; 
chancel and transepts (note good rose-window) 
are new, but the ancient windows of the old 
chancel have been replaced. Of the earlier 
building two windows (Norman) remain; E. 
window is Dec.; nave and tower, Perp. There 
are:—piscina; three iron grave slabs; and 
fragments of old font. The north porch has two 
stoups and has been restored, but retains the 
beautiful 14th century barge-board. 


Mayfield. P.N.; N.R. 


St. DunsTaN. The original church, with the ex- 
ception of the tower (E.E.) was destroyed by fire 
in 1389. The present building is Perp. The 
S. porch is vaulted and has a chamber above it. 
There are two piscine; a squint; four iron slabs, 
two to the Sands family (1671 and 1708); 18th 
century metal chandeliers; some good carved 
wood-work in stalls; and remains of screen. Font 
dated 1666. The curfew is still rung here from 
Michaelmas to Lady Day. 


The R.C. Convent of the Society of the Holy 
Child has acquired the remains of Mayfield Palace, 
where the Archbishops of Canterbury had their 
country residence, from Dunstan to Cranmer. The 
great Hall, now the chapel, was built by Arch- 
bishop Islip in 1350. 


Michelham. 
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See Hailsham. 


Midhurst. 


SS. MARY MAGDALENE AND DENIS; restored in 
1882. This church was formerly a chapel of the 
priory of Easebourne. The tower (late 12th c.) 
is the best feature of the present building (Perp.). 
The Montague chantry no longer contains the 
tomb of Lord Montague, which has been removed 
to Easebourne. A trace of mural painting can be 
seen on the wall of the tower. There is an old 
oak chest. Font, square Nor. The Curfew bell 
is still rung here. 


Milland Chapel. (Liphook, 2 m.) 


ST. LUKE, now used as a Sunday School. The 
font has been taken to the new church, but in 
this curious old building there are :—a credence; 
a piscina; and a small brass (1662) in the marble 
flooring of nave. 


Mountfield. (Robertsbridge, 3 m.) P.N.; R.N. 


ALL SAINTS. This restored E.E. church, with 
characteristic low Sussex spire, has a Norman 
chancel arch, and two Norman windows in nave. 
There are two squints and a piscina. Font, 
Norman, with later work of foliage, fleur-de-lis, 
and armorial bearings carved on it. 


Mundham, North. (Chichester, 2 m.) 
D. Mundreham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. STEPHEN. Restored, and chancel added in 
1889. Church mainly E.E. with Perp. tower. 
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The beautiful arcades of the nave are of Caen 
stone. The font is Norman and is the largest in 
Sussex. There is a quaint sculpture outside the 
south door; also an old altar-slab with five con- 
secration crosses. 


Newhaven. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MICHAEL. Restored and enlarged in 1854, 
This old church on the hill has the Norman apse 
joined to the E. end of the Norman tower, in 
which is a two-light window divided by a baluster. 
The Norman windows of the apse are small. The 
four tower arches are plain, but of good order. 
The nave is modern. Note the Norman buttresses. 


Newick. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored and enlarged in 1887. 
There is one Norman window in S. wall; chancel 
is E.E. with Dec. windows (geometrical); font 
is square with arcade, Dec.; tower, Perp. There 
are a piscina, and two sedilia. The N. aisle was 
added in 1836. The S. porch is 15th century. 


Newtimber. (Hassocks or Dyke, 3 m.)

ST. JOHN THE EVANGELIST. Restored in 1875 
and 1893. The projection on north side and tower 
were added in 1839. The church is mainly E.E. 
with some lancets, and fragments of old glass 
in E. window. ‘The carved oak pulpit is 16th 
century. Note lectern; old alms box; and can- 
delabra. 
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Ninfield. (Battle, 4m.) D. Nirefeld. 
PINGaN.R: 


St. Mary. Restored in 1885; west window 
inserted in 1897. This E.E. church has some 
Dec. and other additions, and a large wooden bell 
turret. There is some good woodwork to be 
seen; also a fine old yew tree on which a man 
hanged himself on Easter Eve, 1675. Note stocks 
in churchyard, 


Northiam. (Rye, 8m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Chancel rebuilt, and enlarged in 
1835-8. The lower part of this tall Norman tower 
has probably some Saxon work; the nave is E.E. 
with some Perp. windows. There are two 
brasses, one of Robert Beuford, Rector, 1518; 
and the other of Nicholas Tufton, 1538. There 
is some stained glass in this church which was 
brought from the chapel of Brede Place. The 
Frewen Mausoleum was erected in 1846, and 
contains the monuments removed from the chancel 
when the church was enlarged. In the church- 
yard is a fine old yew tree. 


Church House, the gardens of which adjoin the 
churchyard, is a building dating from Henry 
VIII.’s time, and in this the Rev. John Frewen 
lived in 1593, and his son, Thankful, erected the 
sundial in 1629. On the village green are the 
remains of the old oak under which Queen Eliza- 
beth rested and dined in 1573. 
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Nuthurst. (West Grinstead, 2} m.)

St. ANDREW. Restored and enlarged in 1856 
and 1898. Early Dec. church with later additions. 
In E. window is some old glass, and in 1898 a 
Norman window was discovered in N. wall of 
chancel. There is a brass of Thomas Frenshe, 
rector, 1486. 


Ore. (Hastings.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. HELEN. In ruins; but in the partially 
restored tower the old font has been placed. 


Otham. (Polegate, | m.) 


THERE was a Premonstratensian Abbey here, 
but the monks moved to Bayham Abbey in 1203. 
The chapel of St. Lawrence, built by the monks, 
is now used as a stable, and has the mutilated 
sedilia and piscina still remaining ; also a blocked- 
up Dec. window (geometrical). 


Oving. (Drayton, |m.) P.N.; N.R. 
St. ANDREW. Restored in 1881. Plain E.E, 
church, with a fine spire. Under the altar is an 
old altar-slab with five crosses. Font, 15th century. 
Ovingdean. (Brighton, 3m., KempTown, 2m.) 
D. Hovingedene. P.N; N.R. 


ST. WULFRAN. Restored in 1867. This little 
church was originally Saxon or early Norman, 
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and of this date are the chancel and central arch, 
the little round-headed windows, and the nave. 
The lancet. in chancel and the tower are E.E., also 
the blocked-up arches on S. side. The porch has 
been rebuilt. Note the old oak screen in chancel 
(Dec.); stoup near blocked-up Norman door on 
N. side of nave; low-side window; and herring- 
bone work on S. side of chancel. 


Pagham. (Bognor, 34m.) D. Pageham. 
PINDER. 


St. THOMAS a BECKETT. Restored in 1837. 
E.E. much injured by restorations. At E. end 
of N. aisle was a chantry founded in 1383 by 
John Bowrere. Note slab in chancel with 
remains of Lombardic inscription of a former 
rector. S.E. of church are remains of archiepis- 
copal palace. Font, square Nor. 


Parham. (Amberley, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1800. Small church 
(Perp.) with leaden font, with arms of Andrew 
Peverell, circ. 1350. 


Patcham. (Preston Park, 2m.) D. Piceham. 
P.N.; N.R. 

ALL SAINTS. Restored in 1883-4 and aisle added 

in 1898. Restorations have destroyed much in 

this church. The Doom (18th century) over the 


Norman chancel arch, discovered in 1883, is the 
most interesting detail. There is a low-side 
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window on S. side of chancel and another on N. 
side. Note curious stone monument to Richard 
Shelley, 1594; brasses to Ann Stapley, 1637, and 
to others. The tower is E.E., and some windows 
are Dec. In chancel is a mutilated piscina. 
Compare Dec. E. window with that of Botolphs. 


Patching. (Goring, 25m.) D. Petchinges. 
PN. N-R? 


ST. JOHN THE DIVINE. Restored in 1856 and 
1889. E.E. church with some Perp. windows 
and font (disused). The lower part of tower may 
be earlier work. The new reredos is very fine. 


Peasemarsh. (Rye, 33m.) P.N.; N.R. 


SS. PETER AND PAUL. Restored in 1850 and 
1864. Of the Norman church the N. wall of 
chancel and arch with corbels, and parts of the 
wall of the nave remain; tower and nave aisles, 
E.E.; chancel rebuilt; windows in E. end of 
aisles, and porch, 14th century; window in N. 
aisle, Perp. There are a squint, piscina, and 
blocked-up low-side window. 


Penhurst. (Battle, 4m.) N.R. 


RESTORED in 1881. The church is Perp. and 
has a fine oak chancel screen and carved pulpit, 
also piscina and squint. Note iron monument 
to Peter Gower, 1703; Ashburnham chapel; some 
old stained glass; old porch. 
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Petworth. D. Peteorde. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1827 and 1904. This 
large church has some traces of the original work 
in the arches of nave (13th ©), and the windows 
on N. nave (18th ¢.); but the interest lies in the 
Perey Chantry. The Oth, lth and Lith Earls 
are buried here. Against N. wall is altar-tamb of 
one of the Dawtrey family (1587). Among the 
celebrated rectors was the fanatical Cheynell. 
Note the rood-loft piscina. 


Pevensey. P.N. 


St, Nickoras, Built of green sandstone, Tower 
has six bells; short broach spire, Long chancel 
(BLE) deviates to left and has lofty arch; stifeaf 
capitals; pointed arch (Trans.) over organ springs 
from square abacus; in S. wall are twin win- 
dows (end of 12th century), and priest’s door; 
BE. end, three lancet windows (12th century); 
waggen roof with truss rafters; arch on N. was 
entrance to chantry, destroyed at time of reforma- 
tion; on W, pillar, two votive crosses, Chapel :— 
N, and BE. walls new; on S. wall two recesses 
(entrance to rood-loft); muniment chest (664), 
with triple lock; disused font, square; stone bowl 
(stoup or mortar); sandstone catapult ball, 
Note fine Elizabethan chalice; case with munici- 

nalia of the old corporation, and seal, circa 1290, 
Rew late EE. (Henry U1); pillars alter 
nately octagonal and clustered ; clerestory windows 
between bays. N, aisle:—W, wall lancet window 
with representation of St, Nicholas; fine monu- 
ment to John Wheatley, d. 1616. S. aisle: —two 
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small lancet windows, one with representation of 
St. Wilfrid; two medizval coffin lids of Sussex 
marble, one with cross; three brasses to Milward 
family. Porch:—on arch over door three votive 
crosses. Near N. door, tomb of Sarah Beal cen- 
tenarian. 


Piddinghoe. (Newhaven, 14 m.) 
Piss aR: 


ST. JOHN. Restored in 1882. This is one of 
the three churches in Sussex which have round 
towers. There are three Norman arches on S. 
side of nave and a curious head on N. side; chancel 
arch is E.E. (early 13th century), and capitals of 
pillars have stiff-leaf foliage; S. nave aisle has 
been rebuilt. Note low-side window; piscina; 
aumbry. Font, square Nor. The clerestory on S. 
side of nave is modern. 


Playden. (Rye, 4m.) D. Pleidenam. 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. MICHAEL. This church is mainly Norman, 
with some later work and Perp. windows. The 
columns of arcade are alternately round and 
octagonal. The two carved screens (15th c.) and 
tomb of Flemish brewer are interesting; font, 
Perp. 


Plumpton. D. Pluntune. P.N.; N.R. 


TuIs restored church has E.E. chancel with 
some Perp. windows; font, late Norman; low- 
side window. 
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Poling. (Arundel, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. NicHoias. Restored in 1875. This church 
is mainly Perp., but has piers and arches of nave 
of earlier work, Trans.; font, Norman. There 
are:—brass to Walter Davy, a former vicar, 15th 
century; old alms box; old glass. Note the Perp. 
roof. 

Near the church is St. John’s Priory, formerly a 
commandery of the Knights Templars, afterwards 
transferred to the Knights of St. John of Jeru- 
salem. It was erected in the 13th c., and in 1780 
it was converted into a private house. It has been 
recently restored with great taste. 


Portslade. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. NICHOLAS. Restored in 1860. In the 
old village, north of the railway, is the ancient 
church, a flint building, originally Trans.—about 
the middle of the 12th century—of which the 
columns and arches of the nave and tower remain; 
the chancel and low-side window are E.E. The 
sedilia and piscina of the same period are good, 
and there is also a fine old oak chest, and 
a brass plate brought from West Blatchington. 
The base of the font is Perp. The fine Bracken- 
bury Chapel at the west end, built over the vault 
of the ancient family of that name, was erected 
in 1874. The church is built on sloping ground, 
and the floor rises from W. to E. 


Poynings. (Dyke, 1m.) D. Poninges. 
PNA NLR: 


Hoty TRINITY. Restored in 1889-90. This 
picturesque equi-cruciform church is a_ good 
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example of early Perp. work, built about 1370. 
The ground plan, a Greek cross, is rarely found 
in Western Europe. The large south window, 
which resembles Dec. work, was brought from 
Chichester, and is 17th century. In the chancel 
are triple sedilia and a piscina under ogee arches, 
and some old tiling. The fine E. window retains 
the early character of the style (the foliated 
circle). 


The N. transept is the Montague chapel; and 
the S. transept is the Poynings chapel, named 
after the lords. In the latter are some defaced 
tombs, one with Lombardic characters; old 
tiling; old panelling; chest. Font is octagonal, 
with trefoil-headed panels (Perp.). In window 
of N. transept there is old glass, representing the 
Annunciation. The woodwork of the altar rails 
and pulpit is good. The alms box is dated 1760, 
and the W. door, 1608. The church was 
damaged by lightning in 1849. 


Preston. (Brighton.) D. Prestetone. 
PN ae: 


ST. PETER. This E.E. church was very in- 
teresting on account of its mural paintings, re- 
presenting on E. wall of nave and chancel arch 
the Martyrdom of St. Thomas a Becket, SS. 
Katherine and Margaret, &c., St. Michael weigh- 
ing souls, Incredulity of St. Thomas, &c., 13th 
century work; on N. wall of nave, The Last 
Supper, The Nativity, and the Adoration of the 
Magi. The disastrous fire of 1906 has unfor- 
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tunately destroyed these, only a few fragments 
being left. ‘There are two piscine ; triple sedilia ; 
and old disused font. The altar-tomb of Anthony 
Shirley and his wife (1623) is a fine piece of 
work; Dr. Cheynell’s tomb should also be noted, 
The old bells were damaged by the fire, but have 
been recast. 


Preston, East. (Littlehampton, 3 m.) 


St. Mary. This is one of the four churches 
in Sussex that have old stone spires. The N. door 
is Norman; the nave and chancel are E.E., pos- 
sibly partly Trans. The E. end of chancel has 
some fine work with shafts of Purbeck marble and 
foliated capitals. The tower and spire are Perp. 


Pulborough. (D. Poleberge, 2.) 
P.N.3; N.R. 


QuR LADY OF THE ASSUMPTION. Restored 
in 1859. The entrance to this church is through 
a fine old lych-gate. The chancel is ©.E.; the 
nave with aisles and clerestories, and square em- 
battled tower are Perp.; the triple sedilia and 
foliated piscina are also Perp.; fine new reredos ; 
font, Norman. The chancel deviates from the 
line of the nave (as at Eastbourne). There are 
four brasses removed from sepulchral chapel, S.E. 
of churchyard, taken down in 17th century; of 
these one is to Thomas Harlyng (1423) in eccle- 
siastical habit; two are to members of the Mille 
family (1453 and 1478). One of the doors is old. 
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Pyecombe. (Hassocks, 25 m.; Brighton, 5 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1897, The most interesting detail 
of this little church is the fine old leaden font, 
circa. 1170, being one of the three in the county. 
The triple arch is Norman; the lancets in chancel, 
E.E.; double piscina, Dec.; windows in nave, 
Perp. Note an old stone with moline cross let 
into S. side of tower; also the small opening on 
S. wall of nave. The E. window is modern. 


Racton. (Emsworth, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


RESTORED in 1875. E.E. church with Perp. 
additions. The roof is old and there is no chancel 
arch, but a massive beam with Royal Arms (G.R.) 
and carved woodwork above. There are three 
monuments and several slabs to the Gunter family, 
of which Colonel George Gunter, the faithful 
friend of Charles II., was a member, and lived 
here. 


Ringmer. (Lewes, 3m.) P.N. 


St. MARY THE VIRGIN. Restored in 1884-5. 
This Perp. church has a chapel with piscina at 
the end of each aisle; several monuments and 
brasses (17th c.) to members of the Springett, 
Campion, and other families. There is some old 
glass, also some old work in porch. The tower 
was rebuilt when the church was restored. 
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Ripe. (Berwick, 3m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST. Restored in 1864 and 
1887. This church is mainly Dec. with good E. 
window (curvilinear); windows in nave and 
tower, Perp. There is Pelham buckle over W. 
door; some old glass; and a curious recess near 
E. end of nave. 


Robertsbridge. 


THE remains of the Cistercian abbey are about 
14 miles east of the station, forming part of a 
farmhouse. The groined double crypt, used as 
a cellar, has a central pillar. There are some 
E.E. arches to be seen in outer wall; also some 
fragments of masonry. 


Rodmell. D. Ramelle. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1858 and 1870. 
This church has a splendid Nor. chancel arch 
with mouldings of billet, lozenge, and zig-zag; 
Norman squint with fluted shaft of black basalt ; 
two trefoil-headed lancet low-side windows; pis- 
cina with shelf in E. wall of chancel; aumbry ; 
wooden low aisle screen; fragments of black oak 
screen (14th c.); fragments of old glass in vestry, 
representing the Trinity; brass inscribed on both 
sides (1433). |The Norman font is in the bap- 
tistery, which is entered through a semi-circular 
arch and lighted by lancets. The single pillar 
of nave is a massive cylinder, and has moulded 
square abacus and capital similar to those of St. 
Anne’s, Lewes, Beddingham, and Telscombe. 
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Rogate. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW. Restored and enlarged 
in 1874. The pillars and arches of nave are old 
work (late Norman). There are three aumbries; 
sedilia; piscina; stoup by N. door with a coloured 
star at back of it; an old crusader’s chest; 17th 
century candelabra; memorial tablets to the De 
Fyming and Paget families. Font, Perp. The 
tower has timber roof and spire. 

Just on the boundaries of Sussex and Hants 
may be seen the remains of Dureford Abbey, 
founded in 1169. The fragments of arches and a 
tomb with a raised cross are built into the garden 
wall of an old moated farmhouse. 


Rotherfield. (Crowborough, 1+ m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. DEeNys. Restored in 1873 and 1894. There 
was an 8th century Saxon church here. The 
present building is mainly E.E. The chancel 
(E.E.) has plain lancets with Perp. E. window 
by Sir E. Burne-Jones; on S. are two sedilia 
with triangular-headed arches; piscina; plain 
segmental recess; under choir stalls, three brass 
shields to John Wickham, Prebendary of Win- 
chester and Rector of this parish 1580-1591. The 
S. chancel chapel no longer remains, but its 
arches may be seen in the wall. The N. chapel 
is of the Nevill family (Marquess of Aber- 
gavenny) and has two E.E. arches and Perp. 
screen; three-light Dec. E. window with some old 
glass; piscina in E. wall; lancets on N. side; 
founder's tomb; Nevill arms on ceiling; Trans. 
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arch to N. aisle; two old chests (1635); mural 
paintings:—on splay of E. window (The Annun- 
ciation), on W. arch (Incredulity of St. Thomas). 
Nave has waggon roof; N. arcade with circular 
columns (13th c.); S. arcade with octagonal 
columns (15th c.); mural painting of Doom 
over chancel arch; rood-loft doorway. InN. aisle, 
large monumental slab of iron. On S. wall of S. 
aisle, mural painting of a fish. 

There is a parvise over the porch on N. side, 
which has part of altar-slab. The W. door 
(Perp). is very fine. The pulpit was restored in 
memory of Archbishop Thomson, of York. Font, 
octagonal, 15th c., with rich canopy (1816). The 
embattled tower has shingled spire. 

Note the plain and heavy character of the build- 
ing, typical of all periods in many churches in 
the Weald of Sussex. 


Rottingdean. (Brighton, 4m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MARGARET. Restored in 1855. The church 
is built of flint with stone dressings, and is 
E.E. with but little admixture. The tower is 
between the chancel and the nave, and there is a 
S. aisle (rebuilt). The E. window was given by 
Sir Edward Burne-Jones, who also designed one 
in the N. of the chancel, representing St. Mar- 
garet, another in the S., of the Virgin, and two 
lancet windows, Jacob’s dream and the ascent to 
Paradise. His body lies in the churchyard. 
William Black, the novelist, is also buried here. 
Note the corbel heads, also the unpierced quatre- 
foil in a circle, which surmounts the exterior of 
the lancets at the E. end. There are remains of 
an old font (13th century). 
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Rudgwick. P.N.; N.R. 


Hoty TRINITy. Restored in 1881; vestry 
added, &c., 1898. The massive tower has traces 
of E.E. work; but the church is chiefly Dec., 
with geometrical windows. There are triple 
sedilia; fine piscina; and aumbry (Dec.). Font, 


late Norman. 
Rumboldswyke. 
See Chichester. 


Rusper. (Faygate,2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary MAGDALENE. Rebuilt in 1855. The 
church was originally built in 14th century. 
There are two brasses in nave, one to John de 
Kyggesfolde and his wife (14th century); the 
other to Thomas Challoner and his wife (1532). 
On S. of tower is old font within railed enclosure. 


Rustington. (Littlehampton, 1 m.) P.N.; 
N.R. 

SS. PETER AND PAuL. Restored and S. aisle 
rebuilt in 1861. The older portion of this church 
dates from the 12th century (Trans.), and con- 
sists of the tower and S. pillars and arches. The 
chancel is E.E. and has a low-side window near 
priest’s door. ‘There are:—squint; stairs to rood- 
loft; piscina; and aumbry. The N. chapel is E.E. 
with Perp. windows. The N. row of pillars 1s 
without capitals and was built at the end of the 
13th century. The N. porch has been restored, 
but the W. is interesting, and has original barge- 
board; in the N. transept are two pieces of 
curious sculpture, probably remains of tombs. 
Font, 13th century. There is some old glass. 
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Rye. P.N. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1882. ‘‘The Cathedral 
of East Sussex” is a fine large building exhibiting 
all styles of architecture. The quaint old clock, 
said to be the oldest in England still in use, with 
its two quarter-boys and great 18ft. pendulum 
protruding into the church, and the beautiful 
flying buttresses at the E. end are interesting 
features. Norman work is seen in tower and 
transepts; Trans. in upper parts of transept, and 
late Trans. in the nave, where there is some early 
form of dog-tooth moulding; E.E., in chancel 
and its two aisles (chapels); Perp. details in 
many parts. 


The chancel on N. side has E.E. capitals with 
stiff-leaf foliage, and one Perp. pier; S. arcade is 
Perp. There are two round-headed aumbries, and 
at E. end a fine six-light window (Perp.); brass 
(1607), to Thomas Hamon, six times Mayor and 
thrice M.P. N. aisle (St. Clare’s chapel) has 
lancets with dog-tooth and gallery running 
through the splays; S. aisle (St. Nicholas’ Chapel) 
has three double lancets with E.E. mouldings, and 
a plain circle above. N. transept has Perp. arch 
and 15th c. screen. The lower arcade of the W. 
wall has peculiar scalloped capitals, and the arches 
have double and single billet moulding. S. 
transept has chevrons and carved caps in W. 
wall, and Perp. arch to chancel aisle with 15th 
century screen. There are two sedilia with 
carved arches. Pulpit is 16th century. The 
mahogany altar is probably 17th century, and 
not a gift, as was supposed, of Queen Elizabeth.

In S. aisle of nave is E.E. chantry with groined 
roof, now used as vestry. There are two stoups, 
one in N. aisle of nave, the other in the porch. 
On the exterior of S. transept, note the remains 
of Norman doorway with carved arch, the shal- 
low Norman buttresses, and the E.E. turrets on 
N. transept. 


The Carmelite Chapel at the S.W. angle of the 
church shows some Dec. work, quasi-Flamboyant 
in character. In the remains of an Augustine 
monastery on Conduit Hill may be seen traces of 
late Dec. work and of peculiar style. 


Salehurst. (Robertsbridge, | m.) 


D. Salhert. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1861. The lofty em- 
battled tower of this E.E. church is striking. 
The S. porch is of oak with wooden tiles, and 
over the W. porch are the arms of the Etching- 
hams and Culpepers. There are seven iron 
tombstones of the 17th c.; two piscine; font 
(13th c.) has a salamander on it, and a wooden 
cover; opening to rood-loft; Dec. and Perp. 
windows have been inserted at later periods. In 
chancel, note the old altar-stone from Roberts- 
bridge Abbey serving as pedestal to credence 
table. 

Salehurst Abbey Farm has some fragments of a 
Cistercian Abbey, founded in 1175. The groined 
double crypt is now used as a dairy. The muti- 
lated effigy of Sir Edward Dalyngrudge, who 
built Bodiam Castle, was found here and re- 
moved to Lewes Museum. 
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Seaford. N.R. 


St. LEONARD. Restored and enlarged in 
1860-2. This church has been considerably altered, 
but retains some of the original features in the 
nave and tower. The latter is in three sections, 
the lowest, Norman; the second, Trans. ; and the 
top is Perp. On N. and S. sides of middle stage 
of tower are representations of the Cross of 
Calvary, ornamented with scrolls. The Trans. 
pillars and arches with clerestory windows are 
good work, and tke capitai of the column in the 
S. aisle near the door has grotesque figures on it; 
on N. face, the Crucifixion; on W., our Lord’s 
Baptism; on the rest are two couchant lions and 
foliage. Note the stone coffin and the sculpture 
representing St. Michael and the Dragon. 


Sedlescombe. (Battle, 2 m.) D. Salescome. 
P.N.: N.R. ; 


ST. JOHN THE Baptist. Restored in 1866-74. 
E.E. church with Perp. additions. The curious 
cover of font (Perp.) is of remarkable form with 
a door to reach into the font. The sedilia are 
E.E. InN. aisle is iron slab of one of the Bishop 
family; in chancel, mural tablet of Colonel 
Thomas Sackville, 1692. 


Selham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JAMES. Restored in 1861. There is a fine 
Saxon chancel arch with richly ornamented 
capitals; N. door also Saxon; rest of church has 
been altered to E.E. There is a squint. Font, 
Norman (tub-shaped). 
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SEAFORD CHURCH 


Selmeston (Berwick, 14 m.) D. Selmestone. 
P.N. ; NLR. 


THE old marble altar-slab with five consecration 
crosses is still used as Communion table. There 
are:—piscina; aumbry; stoup in porch. Note 
arcade of wooden pillars. 


Selsey. P.N.; N.R. 


THE old parish church of St. Mary, about two 
miles from the village, was pulled down, with the 
exception of the chancel, in 1868. It was built 
in latter part of 14th c., and is now used for 
burial and occasional services. There is a monu- 
ment with effigies of John Lews and his wife, 
1537. The material of the old church was used 
in building the new church of St. Peter, which 
has an old font. 


Shermanbury. (Partridge Green, I4 m.) 


D. Salmonesberie. P.N.; N.R. 


St. GILES. Restored in 1885. The church was 
originally E.E., but was rebuilt in 1750. There 
are :—a small piscina S. of nave; some old glass ; 
old woodwork and pews. Font, Perp. There isa 
good Perp. gateway at the old moated house 
near. 


Shipley. (West Grinstead, 3 m.) N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1893. The church is 
nearly pure Norman, built in the 12th c. by the

Knights Templars and transferred to the Knights 
of St. John of Jerusalem. The ancient Byzantine 
reliquary, with representations on it of the Cruci- 
fixion and Angels, enamelled and gilt, may 
have been brought from the East by the Knights. 
There is a large Jacobean monument of Sir T. 
Caryll and also a memorial window to the Loder 
and other families. There are:—piscina; sedile; 
two aumbries; 14th c. porch. The N. aisle is 
modern. Note W. door and tower arches. 


Shoreham, New. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary DE Haura. This fine building is 
only a portion of the original church; the nave 
being in a ruinous state was demolished with 
the exception of the E. bay (circa. 1480). It ex- 
tended about 100ft. W., and its site can easily be 
traced by the fragments still remaining. The 
earliest work dates from about 1130, and embraces 
the arches and lower storey of tower, the portion 
of nave remaining, and the transepts. The W. 
entrance has moulding of beakheads and pellets, 
and was probably built of the old material when 
the nave was pulled down. N. transept has large 
early pointed window; S. transept, Perp. window, 
and in both fine Nor. windows The aisles of 
choir are arcaded with semi-circular arches of two 
mouldings, supported by shafts mostly with 
cubical capitals. The N. pillars of choir are 
round and octagonal alternately, with fine capitals 
differing in each, and resting on bases with griffes 
(foot ornaments); S. pillars are massive com- 
pound piers on similar bases; abaci, square 
edged; capitals with foliage; triforium has 
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pointed arches, and N. has two trefoiled mould- 
ings on two E. arches; S. has plain lancet- 
headed. Clerestory windows are lancets. The 
quadripartite vaulting of roof has bosses, and is 
supported by shafts resting on corbels on N. side; 
on S. side by shafts rising from bases of piers. 
E. wall is pierced by triple lancets with a round- 
headed window below (modern). The circular 
window above lancets can only be seen from out- 
side. When the church was restored in 1879, one 
original window in E. corner of S. side was 
copied to replace the Perp. ones which had been 
inserted. In the chancel is a 15th c. brass, and 
another further E. The font (Norman) is of 
Sussex marble, and is a splendid specimen. 
There is a piscina in each transept; a third some 
feet above floor in S. wall of nave, indicating that 
there was an altar on the rood-screen which 
crossed the fine lofty arch. There are masons’ 
marks and numerous votive crosses on nave 
pillars. Note that although the vaulting of the 
chancel is in 8 bays, there are only 2 flying but- 
tresses, very massive and heavily pinnacled, on 
each side. The vault, which is of chalk, must 
therefore largely depend for support on thickness 
of wall. 

The weather moulding of the apsidal chapels in 
transepts can be seen on the outside. That of 
the original Norman chancel (which also was 
apsidal, according to Sharpe) may be seen be- 
neath the existing vault. 


The vaulting of the aisles is original, and shows 
French influence. The high vault is also largely 
original, e.g., the ribs, but has received a modern 
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coat of putty and plaster to the depth of about an 
inch, incised to imitate the courses of the voutains. 
Above the vault, much of the old timber remains ; 
it must be one of the earliest roofs in the land.

ST. NICHOLAS. The original building was prob- 
ably pre-Norman, and that part of the N.W. wall 
where the nave is narrower and the work on the 
outside rougher, with quoining resembling long- 
and-short work, is probably of that period; one of 
the blocked-up doorways is also of the same date. 
The rest of the nave and transepts are Norman; 
the chancel is E.E. with some later windows. 
The arches and piers, which support the tower, 
are deserving of close study. The piers have 
cushion capitals; square abaci with hollow 
chamfer; round moulding rising from columns 
and following the arch under the outer moulding ; 
ornaments—chevron, with pellets; the beaked; 
cable with beads; stud; lozenge and rose; wheel- 
like studs; billet; limpet. Note tie-beam in nave 
with alternate billet moulding. The chancel is 
very long in proportion to the size of the church, 
being nearly as long as the nave. The wooden 
screen (one of the earliest in the country) dates 
from about 13800; trefoil-headed piscina, E.E.; 
the four-centred arched recess (Easter Sepulchre), 
15th c.; low-side window E.E., and has one hook 
for original shutter remaining; windows are 
Dec. (E. end reticulated). Note moulded tie- 
beam with dog-tooth and patera; brass in S. 
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O_p SHOREHAM CuuRCcH—Norman Doorway. 
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wall to Captain Poole; piscina. Outside the 
church, note the fine doorway with zig-zag; 
Norman tower with arcading and circles; shallow 
flat buttresses of transepts with windows with 
zig-zag (restored) and copied from Climping; 
E.E. buttresses of chancel; piscina on N. side, 
showing that there has been a chapel. Font, 
modern; the hexagonal cover of original font is 
utilised as vestry table. Note absence of W. door- 
way; the small window in the W. front is Dec. ; 
windows on south side of nave are modern. 


Sidlesham. (Selsey). P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1890. E.E. church 
with embattled tower and later additions. Note 
curious old carved muniment chest; mural monu- 
ment with figures of George Taylor and his wife 
(1631) ;. altar-tomb of Dame Betris Braye, daugh- 
ter of Ralph Shirley (1532); old bells. The font 
is E.E., and stands on its original steps. 


Singleton. P.N. ; N.R. 


ST, JOHN THE EVANGELIST. Restored in 1863. 
The tower is Saxon; the rest of the building is 
mainly E.E., with very pleasing arcades; 
windows, N. porch, and font are Perp. The stone 
staircase to rood-loft is one of the best in the 
county. There are stoup, old glass in little 
window over chancel arch, old wooden gallery, 
two tombs. Note the quaint inscription to 
Thomas Jackson, the Duke of Richmond’s hunts- 
man, 1774. 
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Slaugham. (Balcombe, 45 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. This church has been restored and 
has traces of Norman and E.E. work; otherwise 
it is Dec. In the N. wall is a blocked-up late 
Norman doorway; font, late Norman. There are 
some mural paintings on N. wall, representing 
the scourging of our Lord, the Last Supper, and 
a soul borne to Heaven. At the end of the S. 
aisle is the Covert chapel, in which are some 
monuments and brasses: John Covert, 1503; Rd. 
Covert, 1547 (very fine); Jane Covert, 1586. 
There is a piscina in E. pillar. Nelson’s sister is 
buried in the churchyard in the vault of the 
Matchams. There is a fine old yew tree here. 


Slindon. (Barnham Junction, 3 m.) 
D. Eslindone. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1867. This church 
has passed through many re-buildings and en- 
largements. A small window on N. side is all 
that remains of the Norman building; E. bay of 
N. aisle, formerly a chapel, and S. aisle with its 
arcade are Trans.; the remodelled chancel is E.E. 
(the arch and E. window are modern); the two 
columns without capitals are Perp. There are 
two late E.E. low-side windows, piscina, font, 
13th c., and tomb with curious wooden effigy 
of knight (16th c.). Stephen Langton, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, died, in 1228, at his resi- 
dence in this village on the site of which now 
stands the Manor House.

ST. PETER. Rebuilt in 1861. An altar-tomb 
has been preserved here from the old church, it 
has the recumbent figure of a lady. The original 
church was built about 1230 by Bishop Ralph I1., 
of Chichester. 


Sompting. (Worthing or Lancing, 2 m.) 
D. Sultinges. P.N.; N.R. 


THIS very interesting cruciform church has a 
unique Saxon tower with the only example in 
England of a four-sided gabled spire. It re- 
sembles those of the MRhenish provinces of 
Coblentz, Andernach, and The Apostles’ Church at 
Cologne. It has a pyramidal cap and the spire 
was 25ft. higher, but was shortened in 1762; 
pilaster strips; long-and-short work; some 
windows with triangular heads, and others of 
double lights divided by balusters. Inside, the 
tower-arch rests on a triple pillar on each side 
with elaborately carved Saxon capitals. The 
ruined chapel on the N. of tower is 14th c., and 
has a blocked-up arch from tower; on E. of this 
is a trefoil-headed recess and blocked-up door 
which communicated with nave; and a closed-up 
piscina. The nave (12th c.) has closed-up Norman 
door on N.; traces of doorway in W. wall of N. 
transept, and in S. wall of chancel. The square- 
headed windows are Perp. The chancel (12th c.) 
has no arch; a blocked-up lancet in N. wall; and 
E. window of three lights (Perp.). In S. wall is 
a triangular-headed piscina with Saxon _inter- 
lacing strap and foliage work utilized by the 
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Norman builder. In N. wall note Easter Sepul- 
chre with work similar to piscina; canopied 
tomb, with angels bearing shields with arms 
of the Leathersellers’, Goldsmiths’, and Fish- 
mongers’ Companies, and of the Tregoz family ; 
and an aumbry. There is an aumbry on each 
side of the altar, also a double one behind the 
altar (probably for reliquaries). In E. wall there 
are three recesses; and at N. end a rudely carved 
round arch. N. transept has good groining over 
each of the two chapels; ribs finely moulded; 
central boss (E.E.) with foliage work. Note the 
corbel with grotesque head; and in recess, inter- 
esting carving of “Our Lord in Glory.” The 
transept arches have plain square soffit. S. tran- 
sept has a restored porch covering Norman door- 
way, and is four steps below nave. On E. wall 
12th c. bas-relief, a fragment, with figure of 
ecclesiastic. Font, round marble, on modern 
base. Note the quaint sculpture in the nave re- 
presenting our Lord with an open book. Church 
plate is 17th c. 

Like other Sussex churches Sompting originally 
had no W. doorway, the present one is Jacobean. 


Southease. D. Suesse. P.N.; N.R. 


Tus little church is one of the three by the 
River Ouse which have round towers and 
shingled spires. Note the small Norman window 
in S. wall of nave; square Norman font; stoup. 
There are indications that this church was origin- 
ally cruciform.

See Lewes. 
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SomptTinG CHURCH—Saxon Tower, 


Southwick. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MICHAEL AND ALL ANGELS. Restored and 
enlarged several times (1875, 1888, and 1893). 
Near the Green, presented by Charles II. in grati- 
tude for his escape to France after the Battle of 
Worcester, he having hidden in the cottage named 
after him on this green, stands the old church 
given to the Templars by Earl Simon. It has 
two aisles, which are modern, as are also the 
pillars supporting the arches of the nave, and the 
porch. The lower part of tower is Nor., the upper 
part is Trans., the spire is shingled. There is an 
old doorway in the S.E. corner of the nave that 
probably led to a rood-loft. The pulpit shows 
good Jacobean woodwork. The tower arch has 
Ionic volute capitals. 


Stanmer. (Falmer, | m.) P.N.; N.R. 


TuIs picturesquely situated church was rebuilt 
in E.E. style in 1838. There is a brass to 
Edward Michelbourne (1700); and a marble monu- 
ment to Sir John Pelham and his son (1580), 
brought from Holy Trinity, Minories. 


Stedham. (Midhurst, 2 m.) 
D. Stedeham, P.N.; N.R. 


St. JAmMeEs. Partly rebuilt and enlarged in 
1850. There are only traces of the older building 
(E.E.) left. The font is old. The fine old yew 
tree is 28ft. in girth. 
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Steyning. D. Staninges, 2, P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1880 and 1891. 
This fine church is a splendid specimen of late 
Norman work, approaching Trans. It stands 
on the site of an older Saxon edifice, in which 
Ethelwulf, father of Alfred the Great, and St. 
Cuthman are said to have been buried. Of the 
early church, which was probably cruciform, built 
by the monks of Fécamp on a site granted to 
them by Edward the Confessor, and confirmed 
by William the Conqueror, not only the arches 
with ruder carving at the end of the aisles, but 
much also of the aisle walls and an early Norman 
window on N. side are a part. Close to 
S. arch some wide-joint masonry with diagonal 
incised marks is also early Norman. That the 
original church was larger than the present one 
is clearly indicated from the foundations of a 
choir, longer than the present chancel, having 
been discovered, and from the arches at W. end 
of nave being broken off. The lofty chancel arch 
(88ft. high) and the fine nave arcades and cleres- 
tory must be the result of a re-building nearly a 
century later (circa 1160). The rich mouldings 
and capitals have a very pleasing effect; on S. 
clerestory there is a string course of dog-tooth, 
also at back of N. arcade there is the same 
ornament. Font, late Norman. The tower was 
erected in the 16th c. and is a chequer of flint 
and stone; the tower arch is modern. The S. 


door is Norman. Note a stone over W. window, 
dated 1584. 
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Stoke, North. (Amberley, | m.) 
D. Stoches. P.N.; N.R. 


THis cruciform E.E. church has lofty nave and 
a richly moulded chancel arch of chalk; tran- 
septs are Dec. with good examples of geom. 
windows. There are two low-side windows; 
triple sedilia; piscina; aumbry; traces of old 
glass in E. window; double niche in S. transept. 
Font, bowl-shaped. 


Stoke, South. (Amberley, 24 m.) 
D. Stoches. P.N.; N.R. 


St. LEONARD. There are traces of Norman 
work in tower and S. door; the rest is E.E. The 
tower has a corbel table ornamented at E. end 
with heads of animals and birds. There is an 
old altar-slab with five crosses. 


Stoke, West. (Lavant, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. This E.E. church has a piscina, “ 


and on N. wall of chancel a tomb with effigies 
(1635). 


Stopham. (Pulborough, 1] m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MAry. Saxon work may be seen in the 
nave and N. and S. doors; the round arch in 
chancel and part of tower are Norman; the 
windows are lancets in chancel, E.E.; in nave 
are Dec.; and at W. end, Perp. There are frag- 
ments of old glass in two windows. Font, Perp. 
The chief interest in this church is centred in the 
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splendid monuments and brasses of the Barttelot 
family, which cover most of the pavement :— 
Johannes B. and wife (1428); Johannes (1453) ; 
Richard (1489); Johannes (1493); and others to 
1892, among these one to Major Barttelot, killed 
in Central Africa while with H. M. Stanley. 


Storrington. (Pulborough, 5 m.) 
D. Estorchetone. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. Rebuilt with the exception of 
chancel about 1750; restored and S. aisle added 
in 1876. The Perp. columns of nave remain. In 
chancel, note brass to H. Wilsha (1591); two 
monuments by Westmacott, one to Sir H. Hollis 
Bradford, Peninsular and Waterloo veteran; the 
other to Major Hugh Falconer, 1827. 


Stoughton. (Emsworth, 5 m.) D. Estone. 
PNy NLR: 


St. Mary. Norman cruciform church with 
E.E. chancel; piscina with dog-tooth moulding ; 
low-side window; old bell. Font, late Norman. 
There is a copy of the Last Supper which was 
formerly the reredos. 


Street. (Plumpton, 1+ m.) D. Estrat, 2. 
PrN seni Noke: 


RESTORED in 1852, enlarged in 1882. This E.E. 
church has some Dec. windows; two iron slabs 
in floor of nave (18th c.); two large and highly 
decorated alabaster mural tablets (also 18th c.). 
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Sullington. (Steyning, 6 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


E.E. church with Dec. E. window (reticulated) ; 
tower has one old bell (1552) ; triangular aumbry ; 
effigy of knight in armour, supposed to be of Sir 
William de Covert (temp. Henry III.); fine stone 
coffin, circa 1230; old yew trees in churchyard. 
Font, Perp. Note squint and low-side window. 


Sutton. (Petworth, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JOHN. This church has Trans. nave with 
fine pillars; Dec. chancel with fine oak roof, 
piscina, and sedilia; E. window (restored), Dec. 
with arms of several families; fine W. tower; 
some old glass. Font, Dec., with octagonal bowl 
and eight shafts which have elegantly carved 
foliage capitals. Roman pottery has been found 
under the church. 


Swanborough. 
See Lewes. 


Tangmere. (Chichester, 3 m.) 
D. Tangemere. P.N.; N.R. 


St. ANDREW. Restored in 1845 and in 1885. 
The S. wall of nave with curious bas-relief on 
window head, is probably Saxon work; rest of 
nave, Norman; chancel and some windows 
(lancets) E.E. On N. side of chancel arch is a 
round-headed recess ; piscina is triangular-headed ; 
altar-stone with five crosses, found at restoration ; 
Elizabethan chalice and paten (1693); fine old 
yew tree, 24ft. in girth, in churchyard. 
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Tarring Neville. (Newhaven, 2 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1892. The long 
chancel (E.E.) has single and coupled lancets ; 
double aumbry with oak doors; curious piscina ; 
low-side window. The font (14th c.) is octagonal 
and built into S. wall at the restoration. Ac- 
cording to Hussey, it was formerly built into 
N. wall. Nave and aisle are Trans.-Norman. 


Tarring, West. (Worthing). D. Terringes 2. 
PN SNR: 


St, ANDREW. Restored in 1854. This fine 
large church has a Perp. tower, with lofty 
shingled spire; E.E. nave with lofty clerestory of 
lancets over arcades, and kingpost roof; E.E. 
aisles; Perp. chancel with good five-light E. 
window ; piscina with trefoiled head; massive low 
wooden (Perp.) screen with row of spikes; stalls 
with carved misereres. In S. aisle is a moulded 
E.E. piscina with two drains, one in a trefoiled 
basin, the other in a quatrefoiled basin. The N. 
porch covers a fine shafted E.E. window; S. 
entrance is old, but now closed. There is a 
mutilated iron chest in nave. The W. window 
is a memorial to Southey, the poet. There is a 
tablet to John Selden. Font, new; the old Perp. 
font has been taken to Melbourne Cathedral. 
The mosaics are good specimens of modern work. 

Opposite the church are the remains of the 
Palace of the Archbishops of Canterbury (Perp.). 
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Telscombe. (Southease, 2m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. LAURENCE. Restored in 1902. This little 
church is Trans. with some E.E. additions, and 
later windows. The low-side window has been 
mutilated. The capitals in chancel are good. 
There are a stoup, a fine font, and old chest. 


Terwick. (Rogate, 2m.) N.R. 


ST. PETER. Restored in 1847, and in 1871. 
Of the original Norman church there remain the 
chancel arch and W. window, the rest is E.E. 
There is an old door with original hinges. In 
the churchyard there is a furious old cross. 


Thakeham. (Pulborough, 45 m.) D. Taceham. 
PON 22 NR: 


ST. Mary. Restored in 1893. Of the original 
Norman building only one window remains, the 
present church is E.E. with Perp. tower. There 
are:—squint; two trefoil-headed piscine; two 
small brasses (1515 and 1517); alabaster altar- 
tomb with brass (1527) and two other tombs, 
memorials to the Apsley family; also tablets to 
other families. The font is Perp. Porch, 16th 
century. 


Thorney, W. or Thorney Island. (Emsworth, 
34m.) D. Tome P.N.; N.R. 


ST. NIcHOLAS. Restored in 1886. Traces of the 
original late Norman church remain in the tower ; 
the rest is E.E. with lancets. Note dog-tooth 
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moulding on N. blocked-up door; triangular 
piscina; square aumbry; fine carved oak screen 
(Dec.); cylindrical Norman font. There is one 
old bell. 


Ticehurst. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Restored in 1857. The church is 
Perp., and, as many other churches in the dis- 
trict, has a fine shingled spire. It is a large 
building, and has some old stained glass and a 
brass to John Wybarne and his two wives (1490). 
Each chantry has a piscina. The room (parvise) 
over the N. porch, with a stout oak door, was 
formerly used as a prison. The porch has the 
Etchingham arms. 


Tillington. (Petworth, 24m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ALL HALLows. Tower erected in 1807. Nave 
is Trans. with its pilllars and arches; chancel 
(restored) E.E.; aisles, modern; font, old. Note 
brass to W. Spencer and his wife, 1593; monu- 
ment to W. Cox, Precentor of Chichester, in the 
time of Charles I.; and other memorials of 16th 
c. and 17th c. 


Tortington. (Ford Junction, 4m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. THoMAS. This church was built about the 
middle of the 12th c. and is mainly late Norman. 
The arches between the nave and the aisle are 
E.E.; the chancel arch has beak-head mouldings 
and is chiefly of chalk, which is much used in 
the details of the church. The Norman font has 
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a peculiar ornamentation. Note the Jacobean 
pulpit and the rich zig-zag mouldings of the 
south door. Brass, Roger Gratwick, 1596. 

Rather less than a mile distant is Priory Farm. 
All that remains of the Priory has been built 
into the barn, and consists of some clustered 
shafts and a trace of Norman work. The priory 
once covered several acres. 


Treyford. (Elsted, nr. Midhurst, 2 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. The ruins of this old church, with 
Norman and E.E. work, have still some mural 
paintings left:—on N. and S. walls of chancel, 
consecration crosses; on splay of triplet, diaper 
work; scroll patterns, &c. There is an old altar- 
slab with five consecration crosses. 


Trotton. (Elsted, via Midhurst, 14 m.) 
D. Traitone. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. GEORGE. Restored in 1904. The nave and 
chancel, which has no arch, are under one roof, 
and were built about 1800. The geometrical 
windows are beautiful, 4 N. and 4 S. are all 
alike—two trefoil-headed lights with quatrefoils 
over; E. window is three-lights; W. of door is 
low-side window. Font is tub-shaped (Norman). 
There is one old oak door, with original hinges, 
and over the priest’s door is some original iron- 
work. The tower dates from the middle of the 
13th c. Note a mutilated brass to Lady Mar- 
garet Camoys (1310), the second oldest one to a 
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lady in England; a magnificent altar-tomb, with 
canopied brasses, to Thomas, Baron Camoys 
(1419), an Agincourt hero, and Elizabeth, his 
wife, the widow of Hotspur and the “Gentle 
Kate” of Shakespeare; a tablet to Thomas 
Otway, the dramatist, who was born at the 
rectory. The porch, altar-rails, and font-cover 
are early 17th c. Some remarkable paintings on 
W. wall were uncovered in 1904. 

This church is said to have been rebuilt by 
Lord Camoys in 1400; but this must have been 
only a restoration, as the windows are of much 
earlier date. 


Twineham. (Burgess Hill, 4m.) P.N.; 
N.R. 


St. PETER. Restored in 1894. This brick 
church dates from the latter part of 16th c. Note 
the four-centred arches (depressed); Jacobean 
pulpit; oil painting of the Holy Family over the 
chancel arch; two old bells; and low-side window. 


Uckfield. P.N. 


Hoty Cross. This church was rebuilt in 1839, 
but has several memorials from the former build- 
ing and a brass (1610). 


Udimore. (Winchelsea, 2m.) D. Dodimere. 
P.N.; N.R. 


ST. Mary. This E.E. church has nine lancets 
in the chancel; aumbry; piscina; and a reliquary 
under central lancet of E. window. There are 
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traces of early arcade in S. wall, and of mural 
paintings in N. wall of nave. 


‘ Wadhurst. P.N. 


SS. PETER AND PAUL. Restored in 1652 and 
1858. This fine church, with elegant spire, is 
mainly E.E., with some Dec. and Perp. windows. 
Note old oak door (1682); font, early 15th c.; and 
two piscine. The large number of iron slabs, 30, 
dating from 1614 to 1790, shows that iron was 
largely worked in this district during those 
centuries. The S. porch (Perp.) has a chamber 
over it. . 


Walberton. (Barnham Junction, | m.) 
D. Walburgetone. P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. The nave (Nor.) has been nearly 
rebuilt; the large chancel (E.E.) has lancets ; 
aisles, modern; shingled turret. Note peculiar 
trefoil-headed windows of porch. 


Waldron. (Horeham Road, 25 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


ALL SAINTS. Restored in 1862. Chancel is 
E.E.; nave has some Dec. windows. The em- 
battled tower (Perp.) has fine peal of bells. There 
is an old altar-slab with five incised crosses. 


Waltham, Cold. (Pulborough, 2 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


St. Gites. Restored in 1871. The church is 
mainly Dec., and was enlarged when restored. 
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Waltham, Upper. (Petworth, 45 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


Tuis little church was originally Norman, o: 
which the apse, with later windows, remains ; the 
chancel arch, E.E., is of chalk, resting on Norman 
abaci of stone; sedile in apse; finely carved 
Norman corbelled piscina (probably the capital of 
a shaft brought from some other building) ; two 
low-side windows, on the south one of these has 
marks, crosses, &c. 


Warbleton. (Horeham Road, 2 m.) 
PUNE hE: 


ST. Mary. The mixed styles of E.E., Dec., and 
Perp. are to be seen in this church, which stands 
partly inside a Roman earthwork. The chancel 
is E.E. and has a Dec. low-side window. There 
is some old stained glass. In the tower is an iron- 
bound chest, and the strong oak door with 
curious ironwork in the tower is called “ Richard 
Woodman’s Door,” supposed to be the work of an 
ironfounder of that name, who suffered martyrdom 
at Lewes with others in 1557. The tower loft 
was used as a place of refuge during the Marian 
persecution. There is a splendid brass to Dean 
Prestwick, prior of Battle, 1436; a monument 
to Sir T. Lade, 1740, in N. aisle ; an elaborate 
tomb to John Lade, M.P., in the chantry ; brass to 
John Prestwick. Note Squire’s Pew (1722) ; and 
outside S. wall of chancel a rounded arch. Font, 
early 15th century. 
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The fragments of the chapel of Warbleton 
Priory, built into the stable of a farmhouse, are all 
that remain of the edifice. 


« Warminghurst. (Steyning, 5 m.) 

E.E. church with Dec. E. window and other 
additions. There is a fine brass to Edward Shelley 
and his wife, 1554. ‘Small late 17th century font, 
without cover, but a quaint crane of ironwork for 
the suspension of a canopy now remains.” (S,A.C.) 


Warnham, P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Rebuilt in 1885-6. Note fine old 
oak chancel screen; old hour-glass near pulpit ; 
old village stocks in vestry ; font, square Norman. 
In the Caryll Chapel are remains of squint ; monu- 
ment to Sir John Caryll and his wife (1613) ; in 
Shelley Chapel, now used as vestry, is a piscina. 


At Field Place, Percy Bysshe Shelley was born 
and passed his boyhood. 


Wartling. (Pevensey,4m.) P.N.; N.R, 


ST. MARY MAGDALENE. There is a Pelham 
buckle on the S. aisle of this restored church ; 
good Dec. window ; some old stained glass ; fine 
mural tablet (modern) to a member of the Curteis 
family. 

Washington. 
(Steyning, 4 m., or Worthing, 7 m.) 


St, Mary. Partly rebuilt in 1864. The Tudor 
tower, with tracery in the sound holes, is the only 
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part unaltered by the rebuilding. It was originally 
a Norman church. There is the tomb of John 
Byne, 16th century.

ST. JOHN THE Baptist. Restored in 1863-4. 
There are traces of Norman work in the tower 
and buttress of this Perp. church ; traces of E.E. 
outside of E. window; embattled tower has 
shingled spire ; splendid Perp. piscina with ogee 
head; old door. Beneath the floor, bases of 
Norman pillars have been found. Note splendid 
gold and jewelled chalice ; two pre-Reformation 
candle-sticks ; candelabra, 18th century ; gargoyles 
on tower ; old beam with coat of arms in porch. 
The avenue of yew trees is very fine. 


Westfield. (Hastings, 4m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST. Restored in 1861 and 
1888. The nave is mainly Norman; chancel 
(restored) E.E.; two squints ; stoup; Norman 
recess at W. end. When the tower was restored 
in 1904, an old stone staircase was discovered and 
utilized. ge. 


Westham (Pevensey). P.N. . 


ST. MARY. Restored in 1877-8. Of the original 
Norman church there remain the S. wall with 
three round-headed windows and the S. transept, 
or Lady Chapel, with its round arch and small 
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window. About 1300, the N. aisle, with E.E. 
arcade and the massive tower, were added. 


The chancel is Perp. (circa Henry V.), and has 
in top of E. window thirteen pictured panels of 
glass of this date. On N. of chancel arch are 
stairs which led to rood-loft, and a portion of the 
screen is preserved at W. end of nave. The fine 
carved oak screen of Lady Chapel is Perp. (circa 
Henry VI.); in chapel is old altar-slab with five 
crosses, which had been used for some time as a 
tombstone. There are three piscinze,—one in 
Lady Chapel, a second behind pulpit, the third in 
N. aisle under E. window. Note old brass (1644) 
in N. aisle ; masons’ marks on S. shaft of tower 
arch, on N. shaft (a fish), and others. Font, Perp. 


Outside, note stoup at W. door ; flint dedication 
cross under E. window ; sun-dial in jamb of S. 
door ; turret in N. wall with winding staircase 
from aisle, similar to that at Eastbourne (these 
may have led to rood-loft); gargoyle on N.E. 
vestry. 


Westhampnett. (Chichester, 14 m.) 
D. Hentone. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. PETER. Authorities agree as to the proba- 
bility of this church having been erected about 
00 A.D. (S.A.C., vol. xxi.) The chancel is 
axon work; unfortunately the arch, constructed 
of Roman bricks, has been “restored”? away, but 
the herring-bone work of Roman tiles still remains. 
Aisle and tower are Trans., having a fine row of 
pillars ; low-side windows, E.E., with marks

the belfry is a small chantry ; in chancel, a 
beautiful canopied monument to Richard Sackville 
and his wife. Font, octagonal. In the church-

ST. MARTIN. Restored in 1867. Chancel, E.E. ; 
N. wall of nave, late Norman ; S. aisle, Dec. ; E. 
and W. windows and picturesque wooden porch, 
Perp. Font, Norman. Note gargoyle at E. end, 
and the fine old yew tree in churchyard. 


Whatlington. (Battle, 2 m.) 


ST. MARY MAGDALENE. Restored in 1862, when 
the W. tower of this E.E. church was pulled down 
and the new one erected on the N.W. The new 
pulpit is a fine specimen of carving. There is a 
brass, 1627. 


Wiggonholt. (Pulborough, 25 m.) 


Tuis little church is Perp., and has a Norman 
font of Sussex marble. 2 


Willingdon. (Hampden Park, Eastbourne? 
PN. s2NR; 


THE present church is mainly E.E. work with 
some Perp. windows. The piscina is E.E.; and 
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on the S. porch some dog-tooth moulding remains. 
There is an old stone coffin, found on the Downs, 
and a large dilapidated old oak chest. Font is 
14th c., square, an elegant example of a purely local 
type. In the Parker Chapel there are several 
brasses and monuments ; one to John Parker and 
his wife, 1543 ; another to Thomas Parker, 1580. 
The finest monument is the marble tomb of 
Sir Nicholas Parker, having an effigy of the knight 
in armour under a canopy, with the kneeling 
figures of his three wives, and metrical epitaph. 


Wilmington. (Polegate, *24 m.) 
PN. ; N.R: 


SS. MARY AND PETER. Restored in 1883. Chancel 
is Norman with some windows of same date ; 
rest of church, mainly E.E., with some later 
additions. In the window and porch, chalk has 
been used. The pulpit is Jacobean ; font, 14th 
century. There is a fine old yew tree in the 
churchyard. 

The Ruins of the Benedictine Priory have been 
built into a farmhouse, and consist of the entrance 
gate flanked with two towers (15th century) ;a room 
with vaulted roof ; a crypt or cellar. The “ Long 

n of Wilmington” is near, a huge figure in 
chalk on the Downs. 


P Winchelsea. P.N. 


St. THoMAs. Restored in 1905. This fine por- 
tion of a church is the best example of Decorated 
work in Sussex. The chancel with aisles and 
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ruins of transepts alone remain. It is doubted 
whether the church was ever completed ; if it had 
been, it would probably have been cruciform with 
shingled spire. With the exception of the late 
Perp. porch, by which the church is now entered, 
the building is entirely early Dec. The rich 
tracery of the large windows is peculiar, partaking 
of a continental character. 


The choir is separated from the aisles by three 
lofty arches with piers of fluted and banded shafts 
of Caen stone and Sussex marble alternately. The 
recesses, forming the sedilia and piscina, are 
richly canopied, lined with beautiful diaper work, 
and surmounted by crocketed gables and pinnacles. 
Note the curious arrangement of quatrefoils in 
N. and S. windows ; the fine natural foliage ; and 
the well carved corbel heads inthe building. The 
bracket in wall is supposed to have supported the 
figure of S. Thomas a Becket. 

The S. aisle (S. Nicholas’ Chantry), contains the 
magnificent canopied tombs of the Alards. The 
finest is that of Gervase Alard, the first to bear the 
title of Admiral in England, circa 1300. The 
effigy is lying cross-legged with a lion at his feet ; 
the cushion on which his head rests is supported 
by the mutilated remains of two angels; the 
beautiful diaper work, which lines the recess, has 
traces of colour. The second tomb is similar, 
though less ornate, and is that of Stephen Alard, 
Admiral of the Cinque Ports in Edward IL.’s reign. 
In the N. aisle (Chapel of B.V.M.) are three 
canopied tombs with effigies, entirely of Sussex 
marble, of a knight, a lady,anda youth. These are

In the choir is a slab, ere bas lost the brass, 
to Reynaud Alard; also a small brass of an 
ecclesiastic, of which the inscription is gone. In 
the Inderwick Memorial window there is some old 
glass. At N.E. angle of vestry is a fine flying 
buttress ; beneath the chancel is a vaulted crypt, 
now closed. Note open tracery of parapets. 
There was a detached campanile, but it was pulled 
down in 1790. 

Wesley’s tree, where John Wesley preached his 
last open sermon, is to the west of the church. 

In the private grounds, which occupy the site 
of an old Franciscan monastery, may be seen the 
ruins of the chapel of the Blessed Virgin, founded 
in 1310. It was in the Decorated style and the 
chancel arch is very pleasing. The east end was 
apsidal. 


Wisborough Green. (Billingshurst, 25 m.) 
PNie NLR: 


ST. PETER AD VINCULA. Restored in 1868. 
The church is an interesting building. Norman 
work is seen in the west end of nave; Trans. in 
the rest of the nave and chancel arch; E.E. in 
the chancel and many windows; Dec. in two 
windows ; fine trussed rafter roof. There is a 
stoup in the old north wooden porch, and a piscina 
in the south aisle. The 13th century mural paint- 
ings represent, on S. side of chancel arch, Our 
Lord as a pilgrim receiving pilgrims, and under 
that the Crucifixion. 
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Wiston. (Steyning, 14 m.) D. Wistanestun. 
. P.N; NR. 2 & 

St. MICHAEL. Restored in 1862. The restora- 
tion has destroyed the interest in this church, 
except for the monuments and brasses in the S. 
chapel. There is a fine brass to Sir John de Braose, 
1426, as a knight in plate armour ; tomb of child 
under canopy, supposed to be his son. The 
Shirley memorials have been damaged and many 
removed. Portions of the tomb of Sir Richard 
Shirley (1510) remain, in which he is standing and 
his wife kneeling. ™ 

In the E. and W. windows are coats of arms of 
the de Braose and other families. Font is of Sussex 
marble. 

Buncton Chapel is outside the Park, and has 
Norman and Trans. work. E. window is Dec. 
There are an ogee-headed piscina and a large 
aumbry. 


Withyham. P.N.; N.R. 


ST. MICHAEL AND ALL ANGELS. red and 
S. aisle added 1841. The greater part of this a 
was destroyed by lightning in 1663 and rebuilt in 
1672. Part of tower and S. doorway are 12th 
century ; rest of tower and S. chancel wall, Perp. ; 
W. window is Dec. Font, 1666. 


The north aisle was added in 1844. In the 
Dorset chapel, belonging to the old family of 
Sackville, Earls (afterwards Dukes) of Dorset and 
Barons of Buckhurst, are many monuments, and

some banners and shields. An altar-tomb has the 
effigy of a son of the fifth earl (d. 1697) with his 
parents kneeling beside him. The monument to 
the fourth Duke is by Flaxman, and that of Arabella, 
Duchess of Dorset, is by Chantrey. 


Wittering, East. (Chichester, 6 m.) 
PN. NLR: 


RESTORED in 1875-6. Of the original Norman 
church there remain the S. door, walls and 
windows of nave ; the rest is mainly E.E.

Wittering, West. (Chichester, 7 m.) 
P.N.; N.R. 


THE nave, arcade, and arches on S. of chancel 
are Trans.-Nor.; chancel arch with corbels, 
lancets, priest's door (on N.), low-side window 
with shoulderedarch are E.E. Note the triangular 
piscina and two carved oaken stalls with misereres. 
Font, Nor. There are two tombs (Perp.) to the 
Ernley family, c. 1545, with bas-reliefs of the 
Annuncia and the Resurrection ; an altar-tomb 
with episcopal staff carved on Purbeck marble 
coffin lid, said to be a memorial of a Boy Bishop. 
The detached tower is on N. of building. This 
church is stated to have been built by St. Richard 
of Chichester, in the 13th century. 

About 1 m. distant, at Cakeham, the tall hexa- 
gonal tower, built by Bishop Sherborne, may be 
seen. It is a good specimen of Tudor brick-work, 
c. 1519. Portions of the chapel of the Bishop’s 


Palace also remain.

ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST, restored in 1869. Church 
mainly E.E., with traces of all styles. N. door is 
possibly Saxon; one column is Trans.; lower 
part. ot tower, Dec upper part, Perpas Phere 
are :—piscina; aumbry ; a stoup in porch ; low- 
side window ; fine old yew tree.

E.E. CHURCH, restored in 1868, has Perp. E. 
window and a Norman font.

ALL SAINTS. Chancel added in 1880. The 
nave of this church is Saxon with pilaster strips ; 
tower was rebuilt in 17th century. The font is 
cup-shaped (Norman). In window on S. of 
chancel is some old glass, brought from Mottisford ~ 
Priory, Hants. There is an avenue of yew trees. 


Worth. (Three Bridges, | m.) P.N.; N.R. 


ST. NICHOLAS. Restored in 1871; S. porch 
erected in 1886. Worth church has the unique 
distinction of being the only Saxon cruciform 
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edifice in the country which is complete and 
untouched in plan. There are noaisles or central 
tower ; the tower in the N. being of much later 
date. Another noteworthy feature is the horizontal 
string course, running round the apsidal chancel as 
well as on the nave, but not ontransepts. Beneath 
this string course are pilaster strips. The quoins 
exhibit long-and-short work. Around the apse, 
and elsewhere, may be seen the double plinth (or 
base). 

The chancel arch is the finest and largest 
Saxon one in England, 22 feet high, springing 
from large square plain imposts ; the arches of 
transepts are similar to this but seven feet lower. 
There are three Saxon two-light windows, divided 
by baluster, high up in the nave. On the jambs of 
the S. window (13th century) near the chancel 
may be seen traces of diaper work in colour. 
The window at N. of north transept is also 
13th century ; that over W. door is 14th century. 
In §. transept is old chest with triple lock; 
some old carved pew-heads, utilized as panelling. 
The curious old font is formed of two fonts, the 
upper, 12th century; the lower one is older. 
There are :—a “Devil’s Door” in N. wall; piscina 
and sedilia in chancel; a carved wooden pulpit 
from Germany (1541) ; carved oak rails, probably 
of same date, also foreign. The round-headed 
windows in apse are modern. The lychgate 
is old. 

There is no mention in Domesday Book of a 
church at Worth (Orde) which was included in 
Surrey. This may be due to the survey being 
incomplete owing to the extensive forest.

Yapton. (Ford, 1 m.) P.N.; N.R. 


St. Mary. Chancel restored in 1892. The 
nave, aisles, and part of tower are Trans. ; chancel 
with fine arch and low-side window, E.E. The 
priest's door and several lancets in chancel are 
blocked up. Font, early Norman. Note pleasing 
14th century porch; old bell (14th century) ; 
some old stained glass. The tower, out of the 
perpendicular and somewhat dilapidated, has 
Saxon features.
